AN EFFORT TO RE-ESTABLISH THE 
MOIETY SYSTEM. 
mR. BREWER, OF NEW-JERSEY, INTRODUCES 
A BILL WHICH IS NOT LIKELY TO BE 
ACTED UPON AT THIS SESSION. 
Wasnincton, Dec. 20.—Just before the 
meeting of Congress a New-York lawyer who 
practices in the United States courts intimated 
to his friends in this city that early in the ses- 
sion a bill would be introduced to re-establish 
the moiety system as a means of correcting the 
tendency to defraud the Government by means 
of undervaluations, It appears that the per- 
80n who gave this information was not misin- 
formed. Mr, J. Hard Brewer, of New-Jersey, 
yesterday introduced a bill, which was sent to 
the Ways and Means Committee, ‘‘ to prevent 
frauds in the Customs revenue.” This bill pro- 
vides that whenever any person not an officer 
of the United States shall furnish to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, or to any chief officer 
of the Customs, or to a District-Attorney, 
original information concerning any fraud 
upon the Customs revenue, perpetrated or 
contemplated, which shall lead to the recovery 
of any duties withheld or of any fine, penalty, 
or forfeiture incurred, whether by importers 
or their agents, or by any officer or person 
employed in the Customs service, such person 
80 furnishing information shall be entitled 
to receive one-third of the gross  pro- 
ceeds of such duties, fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture so recovered, to be paid 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe. There is an induce- 
ment held out to officers, for the second section 
of Mr. Brewer’s bill provides that whenever 
apy officer or employe of the Government 
shall detect and seize goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise, ‘in the act of being smuggled,’’ or 
goods fraudulently undervalued, or who shall 
detect a fraud by undervaluation, false 
weights, fictitious description, or any other 
device, upon the Customs revenue, such officer 
shall be entitled to receive one-fourth of the 
gross proceeds resulting from such seizure, or 
which may be recovered on account of such 
frauds. The third section of Mkr. Brewer's 
bill repeals the act of June 22. 1874, which re- 
pealed the moiety act, and makes the following 
very comprehensive provision : 


** In all cases where imported merchandise shall 
be seized for fraud upon the Customs revenue, and 
suit shail be brought or a instituted in 
any court of the United States to enforce or de- 
plare the forfeiture of any such merchandise or to 
recover the value thereof or of any other sum 
hlleged to be forfeited by reason of such fraud 
npon the Customs revenue, the fact of such fraud 
shall be presumptive evidence of guilty knowledge 
and intent on the part of the claimant of sueh 
merchandise, and the burden of proof shall rest 
npon such claimant to establish his or her innocence 
of fraudulent intent.”’ 

There seems to be no probability that the bill 
will be considered by the Ways and Means 
Vommittee at this session. 


THE BONDED WHISKY QUESTION. 

Wasaineton, Dec. 20.—The Kentucky 
distillers and others who are interested in the 
60,900,000 gallons of whisky stored in Ken- 
tucky warehouses in bond, have been discour- 
aged by the action of the Senate. A bill was 
reported extending the bonded period from 
three years to five years, but it was amended 
yesterday so as to require 5 per cent. interest 
on all whisky remaining in warehouse after 


the expiration of the three-vears period, and 
the Senate was almost evenly divided upon 
B proposed amendment, which was not 
ndopted, providing that after July 1, 1883, 
the tax on bonded whisky must be 
paid in one year from the time when it shail 
be put in warehouse. Those who supported 
this and the other amendment were apparently 
of the opinion thatif temporary relief were 
iven by an extension of two years, the distil- 
ee ought to pay something for it, and ought 
hereafter to be so restrained that they would 
not again be guilty of ruinous over-production. 
The tendency of the Senate, as shown by the 
votes taken, has led some of the whisky men 
to give up hope and go home, 
SPOTS: 
A DEBT TO CUSTOM-HOUSE MEN. 

W asHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Mr. L. B. Morey, 
vf New-York, has been here making an effort 
{n behalf of some of the Custom-house em- 
ployes who, in 1874, contributed to a fund to 
meet the expense of certain improvements 
made at that time in the Naval Office. The 
appropriation made by Congress to meet this 
expense was insufficient, and the employes 
contributed 10 per cent. of their pay, or 40 
eents a day, for 10 months in order that the im- 

rovements might go on, with the understand- 

g that they should be reimbursed if an ap- 
propriation should be made to meet the defi- 
ciency. The night Inspectors were repaid the 
money tkey contributed out of their salaries, 
and the day Inspectors are now seeking Con- 

essional aid to secure a return of their share. 

r. Wadsworth will be asked to introduce an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill providing 
for their reimbursement.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20, 1882.

The Senate Committee on Appropriations, to

viding for a recess from Dec. 22 to Jan. 2, to- 
day instructed Mr. Allison to report it to the 
Senate with a recommendation for its adoption. 


It is understood that a change will soon be 
made in the office of the Collector of Internal 


Revenue for the Savannah (Ga.) district. 
Charges of inefficieney and irregularities have 
been filed against the incumbent, Mr. Fleas- 
puts, and the Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue has recommended his removal. 


The Executive Mansion was thrown open to 
the public to-day for the first time since last 

ugust, when it was closed for repairs. The 
pre tdent received a large number of visitors. 
He will hold his first public reception of the 
season on New Year’s Day. 

A petition of Hinton Rowan Helper, presented 
In the Senate to-day by Senator Cockrell, and 
relating to a railway between North and South 
America, asks the appointment of a commis- 
sioner at a salary of $10,000, and of an assist- 
ant ata salary of $3,000 per annum, to obtain 
{nformation concerning the expediency of 
constructing a railway to connect ‘the three 
Americas.” 

Chief Engineer Melville was recalled before

Senators Gorman, of Maryland, and Davis,

Advices received at the Indian Office to-day, 
dated Dec. 4 and coming through the military 
channels, report that the Milk River country, 
in Northern Montana, is overrun with haif.

tile Sioux Indians; also, that the Yankton In- 
dians, and possibly others, are obtaining arms, 
ammunition, and whisky in unlimited quanti- 
tiss at Norris Place, 35 miles above Drv Fork, 
Montana, and that a collision between the 
troops and these Indians is apprehended. It is 
stated at the Indian Office that most of these 
intruders are Canadian Indians and that steps 
were taken several days ago, when the depart- 
ment was first advised of their presence in 
Montana, to prevent them from obtaining 
arms, ammunition, &c. at the trading posts 
in that section, 
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OHIO’S NEXT GOVERNOR. 
ORE TS 
A POLITICAL LOOK AHEAD—THE CANDI- 
DATES ON BOTH SIDES. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 20.—It is generally 
agreed that the next Governor of Ohio stands 
a better chance of succeeding Senator Pendle- 
ton in his present position than any other man 
in the State. In that view of the case, the 
Governorship means more than the signing of 
national commissions and pardoning men out 
of the penitentiary. Of late years, or at 
least since Foster came into power, tke chief 
man of the State-house has come to be looked 
on asthe leader of the party to which he be- 
longs, and not, as in olden days, a staid and 
venerable figure-head to conceal the wires 
that other men were handlfng. These facts 


are working together, therefore, to produce the 
small agitation that has already commenced 
touching next year’s nomination. It is gener- 
ally easy at this date to check off a list of men 
who are certain not to be nominated, but in 
the present chaos of chagrined disappointment 
on one side and unexpected hope on the other 
it is hard to venture even a remote opinion, 
except that the Republicans have as bad an 
outlook ahead of them as they bave cenfronted 
for many years in the past. 

The three men apparently nearest the nomi- 
nation on the Republican side are well distrib- 
uted geographically, and geography may have 
no little to do with the staatenl eaniit Con- 
gressman Ben Butterworth is put forward 
carefully as the most available man in the 
southern part of the State. Attorney-General 
George K. Nash has long been named asa 
strong candidate for Columbus and the central 
part, while Congressman Amos Townsend, 
of Cleveland, is recognized as astrong and 
available candidate in the northern section of 
the State. Other men have been named in 
profuse abundance, but at the present date the 
most tangible opportunities seem clustering 
around these three. Nash’s candidacy seems 
to be generally understood as involving Gov. 
Foster’s election to the Senate, and while it 
will be an aidto him in several directions it 
cannot but be against him in others, especially 
in Cincinnati, where several able gentlemen, 
ranging from Judge Taft or Gen. Noyes to 
Gen. Tom Young, stand ready to accept the 
Senatorship if it should be offered them. These 
gentlemen would find their best candidate in 
Townsend, or some one besides Nash or Butter- 
worth, asthe latter means Butterworth, or 
some one outside of Cincinnati, for Senator, 
while the former means Foster. There is no 
guarantee, however, that were Townsend 
elected he might not take it into his head to be 
Senator himself, and in that case there would 
be coldness and chagrin forall the rest. The 
problem is to choose some man strong enough 
to secure an election as Governor and carry a 
Republican Legislature into pewer, and yet 
not quite strong enough to persuade that same 
Legislature to send him to Washington. It is 
a vexing question, and some very able gentile- 
men beth here at home and temporarily at 
Washington are exercising their minds in its 
solution. Among the other possibilities in con- 
nection with the nomination are Judge Law- 
rence, Major McKinley, Gen. Noyes, State 
Treasmer Turney, Lieut.-Gov. Richards, Gen. 
Robert Kennedy, and Speaker Keifer. 

The situation on the Democratic side some- 
what resembles that of the Republicans. The 
man nominated will be put under pledges be- 
fore he is secuie in a place on the ticket not 
to be a candidate for Senator. If he refuses 
the pledge, it will be hard for him to make a 
combination in any direction. The latest 
story in connection with Judge Hoadley is 
that heis notin a combination with Payne, 
but an open candidate for both Governorship 
and Senate; while stil! others believe that this 
is only a cover to prevent Payne’s opponents 
from working against Hoadley. The truth of 
the matter probably 1s that Payne, Hoadley, 
Pendleton, Thompson, and all the rest are feol- 
ing aroundin the dark to see what lines of 
strength are accessible to their hands, and 
that none of them have as yet laid hold of 
anything in dead earnest. It is too early, and 
arope that may seem stron to-day would 
possibly be rotten and unsate by convention 
time. There is no reason in haste now, and 
the worst weakness about Messre. Pendleton 
and Thompson is that they made their bargain 
of mutual help too early and too open, and, as 
a result, have concentrated upon themselves a 
great deal of active opposition that would 
otherwise have lain dormant, 
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THE POSITION OF MR. HENDRICKS. 

InpranaPoutis, Dec. 20.—Mr. Hendricks 
may be suffering from senile gangrene of 
the great toe, but he is not troubled with senile 
gangrene of the brain. The oversanguine and 


anxious frirnds of Mr. McDonald having 


started the story that Mr. Hendricks would 
stand as a candidate for Governor of this State 
in 1884 so as‘to assist Mr. McDonald’s Presiden- 
tial aspirations and then go into President Mc- 
Donald’s Cabinet, the Sentinel of this morning 
publishes the following suggestive editorial; 
** Wecalled upon Gov. Hendricks yesterday 
evening to learn what foundation, if anv, the 
story alluded to bad. Promptly he replied, 
*‘ None whatever.’ 

**Hesaid: *A yearago a good friend of 
mine asked meif I would consent in case it 
should be thougkt expedient to be a candidate. 
I told him then, as I would now, that I could 
not consider it as possible; it cannot become a 
quetsion of duty. Gov. Gray, Judge Turpie, 
and others of our really able men can achieve 
certain victory in 1884. Tome an election as 
Governor could not be made as a stepping- 
stone to any Federal Secretaryship. It would 
be stepping downward. An Indiana Governor 
consults but the law and the people in respect 
to his duty. He experiences none of the hu- 
miliation to which any officer is exposed who 
holds at the will and subject to the approval 
of another. A faithful Governor is in no dan- 
ger of losing his character or being placed in 
the equivocal position of ome who is liable to 
be called upon for his resignation without fur- 
ther explanation. I wiil be obliged if you will 
correct the error of the§Washington corre- 
spondent. It is not agreeable to be misstated 
to promote the fortunes of any person.’ If 
any one imagines that Mr. Hendricks will play 
second fiddle for Mr. McDonald or any other 
‘person’ he is dreadfully mistaken.” 








THE LEGALITY OF MARGINS. 

*TTSBURG, Dec, 20.—For several days past 
an interesting argument has been in progress in 
the Common Pleas Court here growing out of a 
transaction in margins. The defendant is Capt. E. 
H. Nevin, Surveyorof the Portof Philadelpbia 
and editor of the Philadelphia News. Several years 
ago, when Mr. Nevin wasa resident of Pittsburg, 
he dabbled heavily in Erie upon margins. Lucky 
in some of his deals, he became infatuated with 
the stock game; went in deeper; like many others, 
he lost, and together with another well-to-do citi- 
zen, was caught for $40,000. In order to meet.his 
obligation Mr. Nevin gave a judgment bond for 
$20,000. Since then, it is claimed, he declines to 
honor this bond ov the ground that the debt was 
incurred by an illegitimate traasaction. Suit was 
then entered for the recovery of the face value of 
the bond, with interest. The attorney for Mr. 
Nevin held that dealing in margins ls not a legiti- 
mate transaction, and that the piaintiff cannot re- 
cover. Counsel forthe plaintiff claimed that the 


dealing was lawful in every sense of the word. 
The court took the papers and reserved its decision.

THE CONDITION OF IRELAND AND 
THE MURDER CASES, 
MICHAEL FLYNN SENTENCED TO BE HANGED 
-—JUDGE LAWSON PRAISES A JURY— 

DAVITT’S SPEECHES IN ENGLAND. 

Dusiin, Dec. 20.—Michael Flynn, the 
last of the three men arraigned for the murder 
of the two Huddys at Lough Mask, was con- 
victed to-day and sentenced to be hanged on 
Jan. 17. The jury deliberated an hour before 
bringing in their verdict, Flynn protested his 
innocence. After he had received his sentence 
he said to the Judge: ‘*Thank you, Sir. I 
amas willing to go there,’ looking upward, 
‘‘asto go home. I wish you all good day.” 

Judge Lawson, in his remarks closing the 
Connaught Assizes, declared that he could not 
find fault with a single verdict of the jury. 
If the jurors throughout Ireland discharged 
their duties in the same spirit that the jurors 
in his court had manifested there was hope 
that the reign of law and order would be re- 
stored. 

Forty young farmers have been arrested in 
connection with a proclaimed meeting at 
Ballymena on Sunday. Bail was refused in 
their case. A hundred young men and women 
have been summoned to appear at the Sessions, 

Lonpon, Dec. 20.—Mr. Davitt, speaking at 
a meeting at Stalybridge, England, last even- 
ing, said the land question had assumed a 
feverish phase. The English mind had be- 
come excited in consequence of renewed out- 
rages and murders. Crime, he said, should be 
swept away whoever was responsible for it. 
To it was due the death of the Land League. 
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TALK OF THE TOWN iN PARIS. 

THE UNION GENERALE MANAGERS SEN- 
TENCED—THE TONQUIN EXPEDITION 
AND THE BUDGET. 

Paris, Dec. 20.—Judgment was to-day 
pronounced in the case of M. Bontoux, Presi- 
dent, and M, Feder, manager, of the collapsed 
Union Générale. They were each sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
8,000f. M. Bontoux is absent, and it is doubt- 
ful whether he will surrender. There wiil be 
an appeal against the sentence. 

The Government will present a credit bill 
for the expedition to Tonquin before the recess 
of the Chambers. The French representative 
in Annam has been instructed to assure the 
Emperor of the friendly disposition of France, 
but, at the same time, of her determination to 
execute the treaty of i874 establishing a French 
protectorate over Annam. 

In the Senate to-day, M. Léon Say conclud- 
ed his speech on the Budget. He dwelt upon 
the necessity of keeping down the floating 
debt, and contended that the best means of 
continuing the railway enterprises advocated 
by the Department of Public Works was to 
treat with the railway companies. The Tele- 
grahe says the Government will soon ask for 
a vote of 800,000f. to defray the expenses of 
the de Brazze expedition in Africa, 

M. Gambetta was still suffering from fever 
last evening. His physicians say this evening 
that it is probable he will speedily recover. 

Fifteen of the women injured by the ex- 
plosion in the cartridge factory at Mont 
Valerien on Monday have died. Others of the 


injured women are expected to die.

Lonvon, Dec. 20.—The Right Rev. Ed-

He showed no concern 
whatever, and laughed as he was about to be 
hanged. To the last he refused spiritual help. 

PxsTH, Dec. 20.—In the Hungarian Diet to- 
day, the budget, which shows a deficit of 21,- 
848,307 florins, was adopted by a large ma- 


jority. 

Maprip, Dec. 20.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day, the Under Secretary of the 
Interior declared that the Government would 
carry out the reforms demanded by Marshal 
Serrano’s programme, but it would not 
modify the Constitution. He appesled to the 
Liberals to rally round the throne, asa pro- 
test against the aspirations of the Republi- 
cans. 

At the sitting of the Congress yesterday 
Sefior Moret, in the name of the Dynastic Left, 
renewed the declaratious of loyalty of the fol- 
lowers of Marshal Serrano in a speech so pow- 
erful, impressive, and eloquent that it evoked 
a unanimous burst of enthusiastic applause 
from the galleries, from the Opposition ranks, 
and even from a portion of the Ministerial 
ranks, The newspapers say that Sefior Mo- 
ret’s speech will have an effect both in the 
palace and on public opinion. 

Rome, Dec. 20.—In the Chamber of Depu- 

ties to-day Signor Depretis, President of the 
Council, eloquently defended the Parliament- 
ary Vath bill introduced by him last week. 
The bill, be said, involved no infringement of 
liberal principles. The oath was simply a mu- 
tual engagement between the King and the 
representatives of the nation, The Signor’s 
ideal form of government was a constitutional 
monarchy. e house of Savoy, he said, had 
always faithfully kept its promises, and he 
was convinced it always would keep them. 
The speech of Signor Depretis was received 
with great applause. 
BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The European tour which 
the Emperor of Russia contemplated making 
next Spring will be deferred until Autumn, 
The coronation of the Czar has been fixed for 
the beginning of Summer. 

Lima, Dec. 20.—Telegrams from Tacna state 
that Montero has been created a General of 
division by the Bolivian Congress, and Ca- 
ceres, Vedarde, and Canerero  Brigadiers. 
It is further said that Montero 
will concede Arica and Tacna to Bolivia if she 
remains true to the alliance. Montero’s re- 
turn to Arequipa was fixed for the 6th inst. 

Lonpon, Dec. 21.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company reports that Prince 
Krapotkine has been arrested at Thonon and 
taken to Lyons, where he was lodged in jail.

‘*Geatlemen,’”’ said he, earnestly, ‘I agree 
with you that affairs are at a most critical 
point. It all depends upon Indiana. If we 
earrv Indiana I think the battle wil! be sub- 
stantially won. If we lose there matters will 
be desperate.” 

‘*Whet do you think the prospect is there, 
General,’’ asked a gentleman. 

‘“*T am very hopeful,” said the General; 
“but we have a hard fight there. We may 
be beaten, but my advices are such as to give 
much great encouragement. I have every 
confidence in our management there, But we 
must throw all our strength into that State. 
If we win there we can hardly be beaten after- 
ward. New-York will probably go as Indiana 
goes. It will be a desperate fight for us if we 
lose Indiana.” 

“Well,” said one, ‘‘ we must not give up 
even if we do lose Indiana.” 

** No,” said Garfield, very emphatically, 
* as I said, it will be a desperate battle in that 
case, but we will not give up. I tell you, 
gentlemen, what I have resolved todo. If we 
lose Indiana I shall go to New-York and go on 
the stump myself. I wiil make a personal 
canvass of the State and save it if it can be 
saved.” 

Some one said that it was not customary for 
the Presidential candidate to go on the stump 
in his own behalf. 

‘* Well,” said Garfield, with great emphasis, 
‘*T will surely take the stump in New-York if 
we lose Indiana.”’ 

The reporter then relates that Garfield came 
to him and urged him to omit any mention of 
the conversation, as it would bea great ad- 
mission of weakness on the part of the Repub- 
licans. He promised, and his promise was re- 
spected at head-quarters. Publication is made

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WESTERN IRON MANUFACTURERS. 
AGAINST LOWER PRICES—SATISFIED WITH 
THE TARIFF COMMISSION’S WORK. 

PitTspurG, Penn., Dec. 20.—The largest 
gathering of iron manufacturers since the long 
strike occurred to-day, being a speeial meeting of 
the Western Iron Association, called to consider 
the state of trade and the prospects for 1883. The 
forenoon session was taken up by -routine mat- 
ters and the appointment of a Committee on Resolu- 
tions. The report of this committee at the afternoon 
session was simply a resolution that the selling 
price of fron be fixed hereafter at $2 25. with reo- 
ommendation that that rate be adhered to strictly. 
No change was made in the card rate, which will 
remain at $2 50, as before. For some time the 
state of the market has been such that manufac- 
turers made sales at much less than the recog- 
nized rates. Such a system alwavs works 
trouble in the ranks, and with the adoption of $2 25 
as a selling rate an understanding was renched to 
sell for no less under any circumstances. This 
move was not wholly for the purpose of correcting 


the above Irregularities in the business, but is a 
part of a combined effort on the part of the iron 








men to fight against any further reduc- 
tion in pricas, They say that if 
the Western iron men_ stick together 


the low rates ruling in the East will not affect the 
trade here. The report of the Tariff Commission 
was marked down as one of the subjects for con- 
sideration. When it was reached, those who 
felt that they had been unfavoracly dealt with 
at the handsof the Commissioners gave vent to 
their opinion in unmeasured terms. The steel men 
were not represented, and that lessened the num- 
ber of the dissatisfied very much. The association 
finally decided that the report, although {t had its 
objections, was a very good thing, and they unan- 
imously decided so recommend its speedy passage 
by Congress. The iron men here are heartily tired 
of tariff agitation from the fact that it un- 
settles business and prevents the placing of 
large ‘contracts® for the future by tho 
buyers. A_ special committee, headed by 
Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, will visit Washington to 
urge the passage of a Tariff bill. The manutae- 
turers present expressed themselves as satisfied 
with the volume of business now being dene, and 
expect it to maintain its present size. They 
deprecate the ruling prices, but hope to better 
them somewhat by adhering to the $2 25 card and 
action above noted. The general feeling was that 
the iron business during the Winter would hold 
out, and that prices will become firmer. 


Curicaao, Dec, 20,—The furnaces at South 
Chicago not already closed were shut down to- 
night and will remain so untilJan. 1. Atthat time 
the rail mill, closed some days ago, will 
be reopened. Superintendent Parks said this 
afternoon: “Orders are coming in every day 
from our old customers for rails, and 
we fill them, even if there is no profit. If they can 
buy rails at the present low rates elsewhere, we 
will give them the same terms ourselves, in 
order to keep our customers. Railroad men 
who have been holding back because of 
the uncertainty of the market see that 
bottom prices are reached, and are consequently 
sending in orders. .If the demand becomes large 
enough there will of course be an advance, 
although there are ro indications of it now, and 
the North Side Mills will, therefore, not be reopened 
at least for some months.”

CITY FRAUDS iN LOUISVILLE. 





THREE OF THE CITY OFFICERS INDICTED AND 
ARRESTED. 

LovuIsvILuz,Ky., Dec. 20.—The City Hall was 

thrown into the greatest excitement this afternoon 


by the announcement that the Grand Jury had 
found nine indictments against three prominent 
city officers—Philip Hinkle, City Auditor; David 
Ferguson, Back-tax Collector, and George W. 
Levi, Clerk of the Assessors’ Office. The indict- 
ments against Hinkle charge him with forgery and 
fraudulently obtaining money, Hinkle claims he 


was ordered to duplicate the bills on which the in- 
dictments are based by ex-Mayor Baxter, and if his 
claim: is sustained: it will implicate that gentle- 
man. The bill against Ferguson charges 
him with converting to his own use money 
belonging to the eas? of Leuisville. This 
money was received y him while he heid 
the office of City Tax Receiver. Against 
Levi there are five indictments. charging him 
with making faise entries in the city books 
with intent to defraud the city. Finally, an indict- 
ment was brought against the three conjointly, 
charging them with conspiracy to defraud the city. 
Upon the report of the Grand Jury war- 
rants were issued and the mep were arrested. 
Each werrant called for $5.000 bail, which was given 
and the trial was set for Mareh 12 next. The 
crooked credits so far discovered in the City Asses- 
sor’s office alone amount to over $5,000, and the 
ageregate will be many timesthatsum. Most of 
these credits were made in 1878 and 1879 and all 
are in Levi’s writing. Mayor Jacobs will declare 
to-morrow night the several offices held by the in- 
dicted men vacant, and the Council will, it is un- 
derstood, impeach the delinquents.

A WEAK BANK WRECKED 


FAILURZ OF THE OITY BANK OF 
ROCHESTER. 

ITS PRESIDENT SPECULATING IN OIL WITH 
FUNDS OF THE BANK-—LOSS TO DEPOSI- 
TORS AND STOCKHOLDERS $350,000. 

RocHESTER, Dec. 20.—The City Bank of 
Rochester has failed. For some time past rumors 
have been current affecting the soundness of the 
bank, and it is said that knowing ones here deait 
cautiously, other banks handling its paper with 
reluctance, but without desiring to question its re- 
sponsibility, and it was on account of the lack of con- 
fidence felt in the bank that a movement has been 
started to establish a clearing-house in this city so 
that uncertain paper would have to be guaranteed 





by a deposit to secure it. The City Bank 
was weak a year ago, and the Directors 
were obliged to put up collateral. This morn- 


ing the worst fears were realized when 
at the usual hour for the bank to open a notice 
was found in the window announcing, “This bank 
has suspended.”” The news spread like wildfire, 
and in a few minutes a large crowd collected, 
many of them being depositors. Admission to the 
bank was an impossibility, and reporters sought 
out officials in various parts of the city. Thomas 
Leighton, of the Leighton Iron Bridge Works, was 
soon found, and he stated that President Charles 
E. Upton had drawn out and was indebted to the 
bank the enormous sum of $333,000, whieh had 
probably been lost in speculation. He has been 
buying largely in oil, and has been caught on the 
drop in the market. 

Mr. Leighton says he did not hear of the situation 
until yesterday afternoon, and measures were im- 
mediately taken to obtain mortgages upon Mr. 
Upton’s proverty, of which he has considerable in 
this city, and some of which was mortgaged be- 
fore to other parties. It isnot expected that much, 


if anything, over $100,000 will be realized from this 
souree. ‘The loss falls directly upen the stock- 
holders of the bank, and effectually wipes out the 
investment, the amount of the capital stock being 
$200,000. Mr. Leighton holds $50,000 worth 
of stock, and the balance is scattered 
about among a large number of = small! 
holders. none of them having over $10,000. The 
deposits of the bank amount to hetween $500,000 
and $600,000. He regards the action on the part of 
Upton as hardly less than criminal, as the money 
has been taken from others and appropriated to 
his private uses. He says the entire amount, ora 
large portion of it, has been drawn out within the 
last 10 days. It is evident that not one of the Di- 
rectors had the slightest inkling of his transactions, 
and that they were known only to Mr. Upton and 
Cashier Henry Barnard. It was the duty of both 
of these officials to inform the Direeters of any 
such proceedings, Itis no longer ago than Satur- 
day last that Leighton had a cenversation with 
President Upton regarding payment of a dividend, 
and the latter thought it would be as well to have 
a surplus on hand. 

J. Breck Perkins, one of the Direetors of and at- 
torney for the bank, made the following state- 
ment, which may be relied upon as a fair, truthful 
statement of the failure and the causes which led 
toit: ‘‘A month ago I considered the bank per- 
fectly sound. ‘The cause of the failure was specu- 
lation in oil with funds of the bank by the Presi- 
dent, Mr. C. E. Upton. He _ had speculated 
to the amount of hundreds of thousands 
of barrels—200.000 barrels, he said, for himself, 
and a great deal more for other parties not con- 
nected with the bank. Twoor three weeks ago 
there was a heavy fajlin prices. He took money 
from the bank to carry this. Immediately after 
that the Directors were informeu that checks of 
the city bank had been thrown out by the American 
Exchange Bank in New-York, its correspondent. 
We then commenced investigating to get what in- 
formation we could, and found everything in con- 
fusion. We wished Upton to make a statement, 
and he finally said he owed about $200,000, and had 
property valued at about $:5v,000, which he agreed 
to secure to the bank. His statement was indefi- 
bite as to the amount of the debt, and there was 
apparent equivoeation. 

“LL. P. Ross and myself went to New-York and 
saw the officers of the American Exchange Bank. 
They gave us such information as they could, and 
advised us to try and carry Upton through and get 
in what money we could. Wecame back, and got 
in what money we could. We tried to furnish our- 
selves with ready money. Sunday, at a me¢ting of 
the Directors, Upton agreed to execute various 
conveyances on Monday at 10 o'clock. He 
did not do_ it. He stated’ that _s_si+ihis 
house in East-avenne was deeded to his 
wife some years ago, originally an unrecorded 
deed, and we find this to be a fact, and that 
$.0,000 of stock in the Charlotte Iron-works was in 
hername. Tuesday our Directors agreed to ruise 
$100,000 and goon with business and let Upton 
step out, we thinking that amount would strength- 
en or keep the bank good. We met again at3 
o'clock ip the afternoon, and it was then stated in 
the board that Upton’s liabilities to the bana, in his 
own name and those of other parties whose names 
only represented his, was $340,000. Upton then exe- 
cuted a mortgege on some property, a half inter- 
est inthe Rochester Hydraulic Company,and various 
other pieces of property, which perhaps may aggre- 
gate in value between 250,000 and $100,000. We 
understand from statements made to us that de- 
posits amountin round numbers to $500,000, and 
that the bank holds about $800,000 of paper, which, 
outside of Upton’s amount, we considered would 
have been collectible at face value if the bank 
had not been compelled toclose its doors. We 
have not examined the books as closely as we 
should like to, not having had time, but we think 
the above figures ara correct.”

The capital stock of the bank was $200,000, and 
Thomas Leighton, Ezra M. Parsons, C. E. Upton, 
and William Churchill are the principal stockhold- 
ers. The Monroe County Savings Bank had 
on deposit in the broken bank $50,000, which 
is under the amount the law permits savings 
banks to deposit in other banks. For deposit a 
bend is taken from the bank, also ea personal in- 
demnity bond generally from Directors and other 
individuals. The law also makes such deposits 
preferred over other debts outside of circulating 
notes, and the City Bankshaving no‘circulation, de- 
pogits stands first in preference. The records in 
the County Clerk’s office show that C. E. Upton 
transferred to William J. Astley for $1 property in 
East-avenuoe and Goodman-street, and William J. 
Ashley transferred same to Louisa R. Upton for $1 
yesterday afternoon. This was doubtless the deed 
referred to elsewhere as having been made in 1877 
and not recorded until yesterday. The value of 
this property is belieyed to be about $50,000. Upton 
talks of surrendering everything to the creditors of 
the bank. He has not been arrested as yet. ‘Upton, 
among other positions of trust, was the Treasurer 
of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Western 
New-York, and has the funds in his possession. 

L. P. Ross, one of the bank Directors, says he 
thinks from 75 to 100 cents on the doilar will be 
paid the creditors. Ress says: “ President Upton 
was in New-York and asked the American Ex- 
change National Bank to allow him to overdraw 
his account. They consented on condition that it 
was to be temporary. He overdrew until the 
amount was $50.000 or more. Then he went and 
teld them that a remittance of $20,000 was 
on the way from Detroit and another 
from Boston. Before these remittances ar- 
rived Upton drew the City Bank’s dratt on 
the American Exchange National Bank for 320,000, 
which they protested. That draft made the 
amount overdrawn aggregate $79,000. Shortly 
after the draft was protested the remittances from 
Detroit ana Boston arrived, and the bank, on find- 
ing that Mr. Upton’s representations about these 


remittances were true, cashed his draft of 
20,000. The day after the protest, how- 
ever, Mr. Upton drew his personal check 
on the City Bank for $20.000, which 


Cashier Barnard refused to pay. The County of 
Monroe had on deposit in the bank what are known 
as court moneys. ‘The total amount ts over $20.00, 
and includes $10.000 of what Is known asthe infant 
fund. The court money is mainly made up of the 
surplus from foreclosures of mortzages. Whena 
person dies intestate in the county the Surrogate 
sells the property, pays the debts, and the surplus 
is kept in the hands of the County Treasurer, sub- 
ject to the demand of the beirs.”” . 

Charies E. Upton, the President of the bank, 
whose unfortunate speculation has resulted so dis- 
astrouslv, has been connected with banking busi- 
ness here since boyhood. He enjoyed the confi. 
dence of everybody. No one stood higher jn the 
commercia! worid, and he was looked upon as pos- 
sessing high financial acumen. He is very-popular, 
not only .in the financial, but in the social, world, 
and has friends everywhere. A number of the 
depositors were warm personal friends of Upton, 
and it is ramored that they were aware of his un- 
fortunate saneculations. heir confidenee in his 


ability to pall through all right lea them to con- 
tinue their relations with the bank until the doors 
were closed upon them to-day. Expressions of 
regret for Upton are heard even from the unfor- 
tunate creditors. 

The bank at Victor, this county, failed this after- 
noon in consequence of the suspension of the City 
Bank here. It is said that the Victor bank held 
$75,000 of the City Bank’s paper. 





The failure of the City Bank of Rochester 
caused much comment in business and financial 
circles down town yesterday. The bank’s corre- 


spondent in this City is the American Exchange 
National Bank, at Broadway and Cedar-street. The 
officers there had no specific information asto the 
extent of the failure, but Mr. Clarke, the Cashier, 
stated that the bank would sustain no loss through 
the failure, as its collections are made through the 
Commercial Bank in Rochester. ‘* We could get 
no information through the bank to-day,” he 
said, ‘* but one of our most trusted correspondents 
in that city telegraphs us that the loss 
will be about $350,000, and will fall 
upon the stockholders of the bank and the mer- 
chants who are depositors there. I knew the 
President, Mr. Upton, very well, and cannot believe 
there has been any malappropriation of the funds 
of the bank by him. I presume he had borrowed 
money from the bank for speculative purposes, 
and had become involved. Ido not believe that 
any of the banks in the City will lose by the failure, 
and do not see how they can do so.” 

At the New-York Petroleum Exchange it was 
stated Upton became a member of the board 
abont two months ago, and wes well known 
among operators in this City. Upton, however, 
operated very little here, and Mr. Lewis N. Smith. 
the President of the Exchange, said there would 
be no losses in New-York. He was in the City 
the fore part of November, and sold puts for 
several thousand barrels of oil. So far 
as was known, every contract was executed 
and there were no announcements of sufferers. 
Upton dealt mainly in Oil City, Penn., and was 
said to have begun operating in 1865—about the 
time of the development of the old Pit Hole—and 
has always been a heavy dealer. It was no uncom- 
mon thing for him to carry 500,000 barrels of oil. 
“He was a believer in 150 of],” said a broker who 
knew him well. “In other words, he beijeved 
that ofl must go up to $1 50 a barrel at least. 
When oil was down in the fifties four months ago 
he began buying, and he bought up to $1 36, which 

olnt was touched in November and down again. 

f he had realized in November he would have 
cleared $500,000 at any rate, and probably much 
more, but he held on to most of his pur hases. He 
was overloaded and the discovery of the late 
‘gushers,’ whose development was unlooked for, 
wrought his ruin.” No one supposed that Upton 
was in such a condition as he proved to be. On 
the contrary, it was generally believed that he had 
made $200,000 by transactions during the recent 
rise and fall. The market solid up to 8234 in 
the morning yesterday, and when the news 
of the suspension of Upton’s bank came it 
fell off to 78%. Subsequently it went back 
up to the former figure and closed at 82. 
Reports were reeeived from the city that Upton 
had been sold out under the rule in a great meas- 
ure, and that his brokers had closed out money 
transactions privately. Before he became a mem- 
ber of the New-York Exchange he dealt to a slight 
extent here through brokers. He received infor- 
mation direet from the fieid, and was considered 
one of the best posted and most judicious opera- 
tors. He isdeseribed as a man between 55 and 60 
years old. who looks more like a Bishop than a 
speculator. . 


THE READING REORGANIZATION. 








THE KNIGHT PLAN AGREED TO BY THE MAN- 


AGERS AND STOCKHOLDERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—Tbe managers 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad 
Company to-day unanimously approved the 
plan of reorganization submitted by Mr. 
Knight’s committee, after consuitation with the 
leading bondholders and_ stockholders of 
the company. After the meeting was over, Presi- 
dent Gowen said the details of the plan would not 
be published for a week, and perhaps not before 


Jan. 1. It is known, however, that the 
plan, in its general features, is the same 
as that outlined in THE TIMvEs on 


Monday last. What remains to be told is the exact 


terms under which the various classes of junior 
securities are to be exchanged for new 5 per cext. 
consols. Now thatthe plan has been agreed upor 
and is known to have the approval of the 
leading stockholders and creditors of the com- 
pany, the purpose of the management in attempi- 
ing to keep it secret longer is the subject of a good 
deal of specuiation. Some persons think it 


will be published simultaneously with the 
President’s annual report, which is usually 
advertised in the newspapers about a 
week befere the annual meeting, which 


occurs on Jan. 8. Others say it is Mr. Gowen’s 
purpose, having gained the assent to the scheme 
of the leading holders, to spring it at the annual 
meeting upon the large number of small boiders 
and carry their approval by the power of his 
eloquence, without giving them time to do any 
figuring. 

It is reported to-night that the holders of serip 
wi!l be paid their overdue interest, now amountiag 
to 18per cent.incashb, and convert the principal 
into 5 per cent. consols at 95, and that itis proposed 
to make conversion of the other junior securities 
into 5 per cents on the best terms that can be made 
with individual holders.

A CURIOUS DIVORCE CASP 


MRS. LABOUCHERE’S SUIT AGAINS1 
MR. PIGEON. 

SH£ WISHES TO BE DIVORCED FROM A MAN 
WHO, IT IS SAID, IS NOT HER HUSBAND? 
—A MYSTERIOUS VISIT TO RICHMOND. 

RicHMOND, Va., Dec. 20.—A rather singular 
case has just been developed here growing out of 
adivorce suit which, when it becomes known to 
the public, will be likely to attract very consider: 
able attention in connection with the Langtry: 

Labouchere gossip. About Dec. 4 there arrived 

bere by a train from the North a lady, accompanied 

by her maid and Messrs. Dunning and Fowler, at- 
torneys, of New-York. The party stopped at one of 
the leading hotels, and the attorneys immediately 
sought a conference with the law firm of Messrs. 
Carrington, Hooper & Davies, gentlemen of high 
standing here, to whom it was made known that 
the lady who accompanied them was Mrs. Henri- 
etta Pigeon, of London, Engtand, whose husband’s 
name is Richard Pigeon, but who has since been 
identified as Mrs. Henry Labouchere. The object 
of their errand to the law office of the Richmond 
firm was stated to be to seek a divorce 
for Mrs. Pigeon from her husband. A bill was pre: 
pared and filed in the Richmond Chancery Court, 
In that paper it is stated that the cause of the de- 
sire for a legal separation between Pigeon ard his 
wife is that the former deserted the lady and 
treated her cruelly. The plaintiff made affidavit 
to these facts, and further alleged that she was 
married in London in July, 1864, and that the fruit 
of that unionisa son, who isnow 15 years old. 
The bill further sets forth that the whereabouts of 


Pigeon, the defondsnt, is unknown to tbe plaintiff. 
In accordance with the laws governing divorces in 
this State a publication has been made setting 
forth that Henrietta Pigeon, through her next best 
friend, C. J. Carrington, brings this suit for divorce, 
and calls upon him to come forward and defend 
his interests, The stranger paid a liberal retainer’s 
fee to the Richmond counsel to represent the case, 
with the understanding that when the divorce is 
secured for Mrs. Pigeon that a still larger, though 
by no means exorbitant, sum will be paid. Mr. 
Hooper, the Richmond attorney who prepared 
Mrs. Pigeon’s affidavit, describes that lady as rather 
inclined to be stout, a brunette, about 40 years, of 
pleasant manners and decided culture. The lady 
remained here with her attorney until Dec, 7, 
when the party left for Washington. 

In an interview with a newspaper reporter on 
that or on the following day Mrs. Labouchere’s 
attorney stated that there was no truth in the 
story that a rupture had taken place between that 
lady and Mrs.Langtry. Continuing the conversation 
the gentleman who represented Mrs. Labouchere 
said that his client had come to Virginia to attend 
to some land interests she had in the State. An 
investigation at the time failed to discover the 
presence of Mrs. Langtry’s chaperone in this city, 
but Mrs. Pigeon was here at the time it was re- 
ported that Mrs, Labouchere was absent from 
New-York. When Mrs. Pigeon left the city it was 
with the understanding with her legai advisers 
here that she would return in February next, when 
it is expected her case will be called in the Chan- 
ecery Conrt. This suit has brought to light a fea 
ture in the Virginia divorce laws not generally 
known even here, and that is that a party to suct 
a proceeding need not necessarily be a citizen oj 
this State. Mrs. Pigeon. in her bill, claims to be 4 
resident of Virginia, but her residence could not 
have been of more than 48 hours’ duration. The 
discovery of this oversight in the law, of course, 
would recommend this State to citizens of other 
States who desired to be released from the mar- 
riage bonds. 

Mr. Carrington, the sen{ér member of the Rich- 
mond counsel, and his associates, know nothing 
about the case except what they have learned from 
Messrs. Dunning and Fowler. During her stay 
here Mrs. Pigeon stated that Pigeon had been com 
vieted of some offense in England and had left 
that country or had been sent out of it, 

In her bill Mrs. Pigeon prays the court that in 
thedivorce the custody of her child, who is now 
said to be at school in England, shall be given 
her. The plaintiff also petitions the court to 
grant her an injunction restraining Pigeon from 
molesting orin any way interfering with the boy 
during the pending of these proceedings. One of 
the most interesting poirts likely to be raised in 
this case when it comes up for trial will be 
whether the fair plaintiff is 4 resident of this Com- 
monwealth, within the meaning of the law. Noe 
time is stated in the section of the statute upon 
which divorces are based, but it has been gener- 
ally supposed that an actual and permanent abode 
within the limits of the State were required of 
such suitors. 





Mr. Thomas P. Fowler, of the law firm of 
Dunning, Edsall, Hart & Fowler, said last night 
that Mrs. Henrietta Pigeon, who instituted the 


proceedings in Richmond, Va., for a divorce from 
Richard Pigeon, was the wife of Henry Labouchere, 
the editor of 7ruth in London. At the close of the 
war Mr. Labouchere invested £60,000 in planta- 
tion property in Virginia and mining property in 
Georgia. About $50,000 was put in the former and 
the remainder in the latter. Proceedings have 
been begun to perfect the title to the property, 
and Mr. 
firm accompanied Mrs. Labouchere to Richmond 
for that purpose. Mrs. Labouchere was regularly 
separated from Mr. Pigeon—whose whereabouts 
have been unknown for eight years—1l7 years ago 
and was lawfully wedded to Mr. Labouchere. The 
record of a divorce here would enable Mr. La- 
bouehere, Mr. Fowler said, to transfer property 
without producing the records of English courts. 
It would likewise permit Mrs. Labouchere to re- 
lease her dower right as his lawful wife. Thera 
was no plan for another marriage, The law of 
this country made marriage a civil contraet and 
did not require a ceremony. The proceedings were 
for America aione. They were merely supplemen- 
tary to the proceedings in England, and were in- 
stituted by Messrs. Dunning, Edsall, Hart, & 
Fowler on instructions from solicitors in England. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. Labouchere were expected here 
in February if the former’s Parliamentary duties 
did not prevent. The matter couid not probably 
come up for three months, and possibly the English 
records might, after all, be filed instead. All there 
was of it under ordinary circumstances was this, 
it was easierto obtain a divorce than to bring 
hither and piaee on file the English reeords. Ne 
proceeding of the kind was necessary on aceount 
of the domestic relations of Mr. and Mrs. Labow 
chere. Mr. Labouchere had great faith in Amer: 
ica, and contemplated further investments in this 
country.

DEATH OF TRENOR W. PARK 


AE DIES AT SEA ON HIS WAY TO 
ASPINWALL. 

4 BUSY LIFR AS A LAWYER, SPECULATOR, 
AND RAILROAD MAN—A VERY LARGE 
FORTUNE LEFT TO HIS FAMILY, 

Trenor W, Park, tbe well-known capitalist, 


died at sea on Wednesday, Dec. 13, 0n the Pacific 
Mail steamer San Blas, while en route from this 
Jity to Aspinwall. Mr. Park’s body was embalmed 





with his body. Mr. Park had been in poor health 
for some weeks previous to undertaking this trip, 
which was made solely in hopes of benefiting his 
health. Before leaving this City he closed out his 
business interests in a speculative way on the 
Street, and had invested the major part of his 
large fortune, amounting to several millions of dol- 
lars, in Government bonds and in investment se- 
curities, mainly bank stocks and railroad stocks 
and bonds. 

Mr. Park was born near Bennington, Vt.. in 
1828, and received preliminary education—common 
school and legal—in Bennington, where he also 
marvied his first wife, the daughter of ex-Governor 
Hiland Hall, of that State. He took an active 
partin the political and professional life of the 


State when a young man. In 1852, under the 
administration of President Fillmore, ex-Governor 
Hail was appointed Second Controller of the 
Treasury. He went to California as Chairman of 
the committee to investigate and settle the land 
titles to that State. Mr. Park accompanicd 
him thither, and made the Golden State his 
residence until 1863. Mr. Park quickly becamea 
prominent figure in the political, social, profession- 
al, and business circles of San Francisco. His 
ability at the Bar was quickly recognized, and so 
prominent did he become as an advocate that 
during the last balf-dozen years of his residence in 
that city he was identified on one side or the other 
with every suit of special prominence or im- 
portance litigated in the courts of that State. He 
was connected with Gen. Henry W. Halleck, Arch- 
ibald C. Peachy, and Frederick Biilings, the latter 
subsequentiy the President ox the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, in the law firm of Halleck, 
Peachy, Billings & Park. Subsequently he was 
a anember of the- law firm of Snafter, 
Park & Heydenfeldt. The income from his 
aw practice he invested in real estate 
audin various business enterprises. Being suc- 
vessful in these be thus laid the foundation for his 
dolossal fortune. At the timethat his friend James 
King, of William, was assassinated in San Francisco, 
Mr. Park was one of the most active and energetic 
of the Vigilance Committee, which for a time had 
sontrol of the city and drove from it the gamblers 
and ruffians who infested it. In 1883 Mr. Park was 
2 candiuate for the United States Senate, but was 
defeated by John Conness. In that year Mr. Park 
abandoned the legal profession and engaged in 
pusiness as a projector and promoter of railroad, 
mining, and banking enterprises. Previous to 
leaving California, he was interested with Gen. 
John C. Fremont in the Mariposa mining estate, a 
gigantic mining speculation, which he eventually 
suceseded in disposing of to a syndicate of Eastern 
capitalists for $10,000,000. He was also interested 
while in California with Wells, Fargo & Co., and 
with other prominent and very successful enter- 
prises. 

On returning East Mr. Park settl:d in his native 
place, Bennington, Vt., ana there built a princely 
residence, which wag, and is still, the handsomest 
in the State. Mr. and Mrs. Park were noted 
throughout the State for their works of practical 
charity, and they erected or endowed and pre- 
sented to the State or towns in the State an orphan 
asylum and several other charitable institutions. 

te projected a railroad from Rutland, Vt., to this 
City, which was never constructed, and was large- 
ly interested in the construction of various rail- 
roads in this State and the New-England States. 


With a syndicate of friends, he obtained 
control of the Panama _ Railroad Com- 
pany, of which he was President at the 


time of his death, an‘! of which he retained con- 
trol until it passed into the possession of the Pana- 
ma Canal Company. He was also largeiv inter- 
ested in the Pacific Mail Steam-ship Company, of 
which he wasa Directer for a number of years. 
He haa been the President of, and a Director in, a 
number of banking enterprises in this City, but 
had recently severed his connectien with these in- 
stitutions. As a speculator he was known as a 
sharp, active, and acute buyer and manipulator, 
whose operations were so cleverly and quickly 
made that he was generally out of the market be- 
fore the operators knew he was in it. The pur- 
chase of the Emma Mine andits sale to English capi- 
talists in conjunction with Gen. Robert C. Schenck, 
then Minister to England, for $10,000,000, was 
an operation which brought him into an unenvia- 
ble notoriety and involved him in litigation on 
both sides of the ocean, extending over a period of 
several years. His friends assert that he repur- 
chased the property and held it tothe time of his 
death. He was a Director of and largely interested 
én the Hudson River Tunnel Company, in the uilti- 
mate success of which he was extremely confident. 
His latest prominent appearance before the public 
was at the time of the legislative investigation of 
Judge Westbrook, when he appeared as a wit- 
ness and told the committee something about the 
way in which he managed to obtain control of the 
Lebanon Springs Raiiroad after it had been placed 
in the hands ot a Receiver. 

Mr. Park was twice married, his first wife dying 
in 2875. Three of her children survive their father’s 
death, Mrs. J. G. McCullough and Mrs, F. B. Jen- 
nings, of this City, and Trenor L. Park, at present 
in the Senior Class at Harvard College. Early in 
the present yearhe married the daughter of Mr. 
A. © Nichols, of San Franciseo, who was with her 
husband at the time of his death. During the lat- 
ter part of his life Mr. Park made this City his 
home, residing either at the Buckingham or 
the Windsor Hotel, at beth of which 
places his face was a i familiar one. 

In speaking of him yesterday, a prominent mem- 
ber of the Barsaia: ‘.I knew Mr. Park intimately, 
and considered him one of the ablest, shrewdest, 
and most eloguent lawyers of my acquaintance, 
and I never knew a man who had employed him as 
counsel but had the utmost confidence in his in- 
tegrity. He never betrayed one of his clients, or 
took advantage of one of them in his extensive 
stock operations, though he had to my personal 
knowledge ample opportunities to do so, had he 
ghosen to violate the confidence imposed in him.”

WHISKY AND WATER. 

The United States internal revenue officers, 
ashort time ago, seized a number of barrels of 
flistilled spirits at No. 91 Avenue D, the place of 
business of Patrick Mallon, claiming that they had 
become forfeited because of a violation of the in- 
ternal revenue laws. It was conceded that the three 
barrels seized had originally been properly stamped 
and still remained in the original barrels. but after 
a part had been drawn off and sold by Mr. Mallon 
ne diluted what remained by the addition of water, 
thus reducing the proof of the spirits. Being 
found in this condition by the revenue officers and 
showing, of course, a lower grade of proof than 
the stamps on the cask indicated, it was claimed by 
the Government that the spirits became forfeited, 


not having thereon the proper mark and stamp, 
and that the stamp should be in accordance with 
the proof of the spirit in order to afford 
means of identification of the gj so long 
as they remained in the same cask, and thereby 
nid in the detection of frauds, which would be 
frustrated if the addition of water and reduction 
of proof were legal. It was admitted that the 
Government was not defrauded and that Mr. Mal- 
lon had no intention to defraud, but the action was 
brought solely for the purpose of making a test 
case to obtain a decision relating to the right of 
retail liquor-dealers to adulterate their spirits with 
water while they remain in the original barrel 
with the proof-mark of the revenue officers there- 
on, which it appeared had been the universal cus- 
tom among retail liguor-dealers todo. The case 
came on for trial before Judge Brown, of the 
United States District Court, before whom Mr. 
Mallon’s counsel, Judge Dittenhoefer, urged in 
defense that as no fraud or injury to the 
United States nad been shown the fallacy of the 
suggestion that the stamp on the cask must at all 
times correspond with the proof of the spirits asa 
means of identification was not warranted by the 
law was shown by the fact that the proof changes 
with age, so that liquor corectly stamped originaily 
would not, if long kept, exhibit a proof correspond- 
ing with the stamp, and that the dealer had a per- 
fect right after the payment of the full duty to the 
Government to dilute the liquor with water or to 
do whatever else he desired with it. 

In the decision handed down by Judge Brown 
yesterday he said: “ The object of the law is to 
secure to the Government its dues and to punish 
by forfeiture of any spirits which are insufficiently 
stamped, not to forfeit spirits on which all the 
Government claims have been fully satisfied, or to 
forfeit spirits on al ct oes cove tayo 
som ‘when the

the abrogation of the internal revenue tax on to- 
bacco in all its forms, with a rebate on the tax of 
the stock in hand when the law shall be repealed. 
Ex-Mayor F, A. Schroeder, ot Brooklyn, presided, 


and among the prominent tobacco and cigar deal- | 


ers on the platform were Charles L. Holt, Jobn 


Straiton, Morris IT, Wise, David Hirsch, S. H. Sco- 
ville, and Isaac Hamburger. Mr. Schroeder, in 
taking the chair, said the whole subject of the tax 
on tobaceo could be summed up very briefly. The 
revenue from tobacco and cigars is no longer 
needed. It was a war measure originally, and 
should have ended with the war. The people 
engaged in the tobacco and cigar business can be 
relieved, and they ought to be relieved, from this 
onerous burden on their industry. Free trade, Mr. 
Schroeder thought, should begin at home before 
we are called on to open our doors to foreign free 
trade. The speaker’s sentiments were loudly ap- 
plauded. Lorin Palmer, of Brooklyn, made an 
elaborate address, in which he reviewed the entire 
history of the internal revenue tax on tobacco and 
cigars, from its imposition im 1862, when it was 
cheerfully submitted to, to the present time. 
During that period, the speaker said, it has yielded 
to the Government a revenue of $589,750,447 04, 
and during the last 10 years the average annual 
colleetion was $39,517,840 50. To-day it is about as 
clear as figures can make it that the present in- 
come of the Government is about as much in ex- 
cess of its neéds as the entire amount annually 
collected from ail sources under the interns 


revenue system, and a proposition is made 
to abolish the tax. The resuit of this 
agitation is to disturb the tobacco industry, and 


render everybody connected with it uncertain as 
to his future. Manufacturers are looking anxiously 
over every mail that reaches them, because every 
mail comes to hand with countermanded orders. 
Workmen are in doubt when they leave the shops 
in the evening whether they will find them open a 
the morning. Business is at a standstill, suffering 
from the old paralysis copsequent on the doubt as 
to what Congress will do with the tax on the to- 
bacco industry. ‘“‘It behooves us,” said the 
speaker, *‘to aemand in no uncertain tones that 
our industry be as free as any other in the country, 
now that the neoessity for taxing it has disap- 
peared, and that it be subject only to the general 
laws of trade." 

The following resolutions were unanimously 
passed: 

Resolved, That this mass-meeting of citizens inter- 
ested in the various branches of the tobacco and ciger 
trade unite in a most earnest appeal to Congress to 
pass, as speedily as possible, with a rebate provision 
added, the billnow pending in the House of Represen- 
tatives, toabolish the internal revenue taxes on to- 
bacco, enuff, cigars, and cigerettes. 

Resolved, That Congress should passa joint resolu- 
tion immediately declaring that whenever the inter- 
nal revenue laws are changed, either by reduction or 
abrogation, it is the purpose of the Government to 
change them at its own cost, and not at that of its cit- 
izens, in other words to announce rebate as the fixed 
policy of the Government.

CHURCHES CONSOLIDATED, 





THE SECOND PRESBYTERIAN AND THE CLIN- 
TON-STREET CHURCH UNITE. 

A meeting of the Brooklyn Presbytery was 
held yesterday afternoon in the Clinton-Street 
Presbyterian Church to considera request from the 
Second Presbyterian Church and the Clinton- 
Street Church to approve an agreement for the 
consolidation of the two churches. The Rev. A. 
N. Freeman, of the Siloam Church, acted as Mod- 
erator. The Rev. Dr. Van Dyke said he had been 
directed by the session of the Clinton-Street 
Church to report thatan agreement had been ar- 


rived at to consolidate, under certain condi- 
tions, among which were the following: The 
name of the new corporation should be 
called the Second Presbyterian Church of 
Brooklyn; the permanent place of worship 
shouid be the edifice now occupied by the Clinton- 
Street Church, with the understanding that pend- 
ing certain alterations to be made for the better 
lighting ane@ ventilation of this edifice, divine wor- 
ship should be conducted inthe Second Presbyte- 
rian Chureh; that the tablet to°the memory of the 
Rey. Dr. Spencer, now in the edifice of the Second 
Church, bo placed in a similar position in the 
Clinton-Street Church; that the Rev. Dr. Van 
Dyke, now Pastor of the Clinton-Street Church, and 
the Rey. Arthur Crosby, now Pastor of the Second 
Chureh, be joint Pastors of the new organization, 
with the honorable understanding that if either of 
them shall be permavently removed from the 
pastoral office by death or otherwise the other 
will resign; that the session of the new organiza- 
tion. consist of all the Elders of the two 
churches, and the Board of Deacons to be 
constituted in like manner; that all the 
estates, rights, and property of whatsoever 
nature, belonging to either of the churches 
be transferred to and vested in the new corpora- 
tion, and to be under the control of the following 
nine Trustees: T. G. Bergen, Isaac N. Judson, 8. 
O. Burnett, George Halbert, James H. Mallory, 
John Williams, Edmund Terry, Thomas B. Hewitt, 
and Paul Worth. ‘The debts of the two churches 
are to be assumed by the new corporation. A simi- 
lar report was sent in by the Second Presbyterian 
Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Spear, ia speaking on the question, 
said that, according to ecclesiastical law, each of 
these two churches would first havo to be dissolved 
and then be reorganized into one church. After 
some further diseussion a resolution was passed 
that the two churches be united, according to their 
request, on the basis of the agreement made be- 
tween them, and that the new church be known 
as the Second Presbyterian Church. 


CAUCUS OF ALDERMEN-ELECT. 


Sccscusibecimeees 
REILLY TO BE PRESIDENT OF NEXT 
YEAR’S BOARD. 


John Reilly will be the President of the 
next Board of Aldermen. The struggle between 
Mr. Reilly and William P. Kirk ended yesterday in 
a decisive victory fur the former. Sixteen of the 
17 Democratic members of the incoming board 
held a caucus in the City Hall to deter- 


mine who should be selected to preside over 
them. Hugh J. Grant acted as Chairman, 
and up to the time he announced the 
object of the caucus both Kirk and Reilly 
claimed a majority of the members. After a little 
preliminary skirmishing, it was decided to take an 
informal balut to test the strength of the candi- 
dates. When the ballots were opened it was found 
that eeven or eight Aldermen had received a vote 
or two, but Reilly was abead, with Kirk far in the 
rear. Then a formal ballot was taken and Kirk’s 
friends deserted him. Every vote cast was for 
Reilly, and he was deciared to be the eaucus nom- 
inee for President. As he was nominated by 16 out 
of the 24 Aldermen, his election isa certainty. While 
the successful candidate was shaking hands with his 
colleagues, somebody asked who should be made 
Clerk of the board. Inquiry showed that there 
was no organized opposition to Francis J. Twomey, 
who has given general satisfaction in that position 
for several years. Capt. Twomey was therefore 
declared the nominee for Clerk. It was decided to 
postpone the important question of distributing 
the patronage of the Common Council, as a good 
many bargains and deals have to be arranged be- 
fore that matter can be settied. It was rumored 
yesterday that Kirk’s sorrow because of his defeat 
would probably be assuaged by an appointment as 
Chairman of the Comwittee on Finance, a position 
which carries with it a membership in the Bosrd of 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund.

MANUVACTURERS OPPOSED TO THE 
SUGGESTED INCREASE. 

A LARGER DUTY CLAIMED TO THREATEN THE 
EXISTENCE OF GREAT INDUSTRIES AL- 
READY BEARING A HEAVY BURDEN, 

A strong feeling of opposition to the pro- 


posed increase of the duty on tin and terne plates, 
“recommended by the Tariff Commission,” prevails 
among the manufacturers of tinware in this City 
and elsewhere. It is claimed by them that the 
present duty is very high, and if the, duty is in- 
creased from 1 1-10 cents per pound to 2 2-10 cents 
per pound as suggested, the American factories 
will have to shut down. There are about 380 large 
manufactories of stamped tinware in this country, 
besides thousands of old-fashioned tin shops, large 
and small, and an innumerable army of tinkers. 
All persons who are interested in the manufacture, 
sale, and use of articles made of tin, it is vehe- 
mently asserted, are vitally concerned in this 
question of the tariff. An excessive tariff on the 
raw material, it is alleged, will not only destroy 
the export trade of the American tin manufac- 
turers, but it will enable American merchants to 
import tin goods as cheaply as they can be made 
in this country. The proposition of the Tariff 
Commission would increase the duty on tin plates 
just 100 per cent. The House Committee of Ways 
und Means, however, is disposed to reduce this 
proposed increase to about 80 per cent., making 
the specified duty 2 cents per pound, equal to about 
50 per cent. ad valorem. 

Mr. O. W. Graves, tho Actuary of the Stamped 
Ware Manufacturing Association of the United 
States, has issued an address to the trade, in which 
he says: * The report of the Tariff Commission, on 
which it is proposed to take immediate action, sug- 
gests thatthe duty on tin plate be fixed at 22-10 
cents per pound in place of 1 1-10 cents per pound, 
as it now is, thus doubling the present very high 
rato'of duty. Tin plate is really a raw material, 
and is the basis of a larger and more wide-spread 
industry than almost anything else. Besides its 
large use for pressed ware, stove furniture, house- 
hold and cooking utensils, the outfit of miners and 
lumbermen, and for roofing purposes, it is now em- 
ployed in tho making of cans and boxes for pre- 
serving fish, oysters, lard, meat, condersed 
milk, vegetables, fruit, ‘ spices, and petro- 
leum. New industries, employing hundreds 
of thousands of men, use tin plate as a raw 
material, and would be almost ruined by such 
an increase in the duty as is now proposed.” Mr. 
Graves furthermore says: “At this time, when 
public — is in favor of reducing the burdens 
of taxation upon the people, it seems peculiarly 
hacd that a direct tax upon all the industries of the 
country shoula be made for the sake of supporting 
afew iron mills who hove to manufacture tin 
plates.” A New-York manufacturer, calling atten- 
tion to the last sentence quoted, saia to a TIMEs 
reporter: ‘ There is no doubt as to the cause of 
this proposed increase of the duty on tin plates. 
Certain manufacturers in Pittsburg are anxious to 
try the experiment of making tin pistes, and they 
have influenced the Tariff Commission to raise the 
duty on the imported article soasto give them a 
chance,” ( 

‘Is there any reason why tin plates cannot be 
successfully made in this country ?” asked the re- 
porter. : 

“ Yes, there is,” was thereply. ‘The difference 
between the cost of home and foreign labor is too 
great, Tin plates cannot be made in this country 
cheap enough to be of advantage to our manufac- 
turers. There is certainly no justice in encourag- 
ing the production of iin plates in the United 
States at the expense of the manufacturers of tin- 
ware who already have so many millions of dollars 
invested in their business. Where there is one 
man interested in the production of tin plates 
there area thousand men in this country interested 
in the manufacture of tinware. For the benefit of 
their export as well as their home trade the tin- 
ware-makers ought to be allowed to import their 
raw material at a low rate of duty.” 

A petition to Representatives in Congress is in 
circulation among the manufacturers of or dealers 
in tinware, which says that the present tariff of 





} 11-10 cents per pound imposesa duty of about 30 


per cent. ad valorem on tin plates, which is 100 per 
cent. more than was contemp'ated in the last re- 
vision. At that time the duty was 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, and it was intendwa to be changed to its 
equivalent in specific price. By the decrease inthe 
value of platesthe duty now amounts to nearly 30 
percent. The signers of the petition ask that the 
proposed increase of the duty may be prevented for 
the following reasons: 

Fivst—Tin plates now pay a higher rate of duty, 








based on cost, than was imposed upon them under 
any previous tariff, 

Second—They are the raw material entering into 
oe manufacture of the commonest necessities of 

ife. 

Third—The duty is now so high asto prevent all 
export trade whatsoever in stamped goods and 
manufactured ware, the law respecting rebate be- 
ing so complicated as not to apply to these. 

Fourth—An increase in the duty on tin plate, 
under the provision of the bill of the Tariff Com- 
mission, will send manufactured tin goods here in 
place of raw material, and eventually close out all 
of our factories. 

Most of the manufacturers of tinwara have been 
desirous of securing o decreased rate of duty on 
tin plates, and they express great indignation that 
the Tariff Commission should have submitted a 
proposition to double the present duty. Prior to 
1842 there was no duty on tin plates. In 1842 an 
ad valorem duty of 24% per cent. was established on 
goods of that character: this duty was increased to 
15 per cent. in 1846, and reduced to 8 per cent. in 
1857. In 1861 the duty was increased to 10 per 
cent., and in 1862 it was increased to 25 per cent., 
which rate was maintained until 1872, when it was 
cut down to 15 per cent. During the year 1875 it 

as thought best to abolish the ad valorem duty 
on tin plates, and a specific duty was fixed of 1 1-10 
cents per pound, which at that time was equiva- 
lent to 15 per cent. ad valorem. Since then 
the price of tin plates in England has steadily 
dechned, so that now the duty of 1 1-10 cents 
| per pound fs equal to 380 per cent. ad valorem. 
It is olaimed thatifthe duty is raised to 2 vents 
per pound, the importers will b2 paying about 50 
per cent. ad valorem. The importation of tin plates 
into this country has increased in a remarkable 
| degree within the last few years. The imports 
in 1870 were 1,507,000 boxes; in 1875. 1,920,000 boxes; 
in 1876, 1,800,000 boxes; 1877, 2,140,000 boxes; 1878, 
2,160,000 boxes; 1879, 3,120,000 boxes: 1880, 3,880,000 
boxes, and in 1881, 3,600,000 boxes. There are about 
20 boxes of common tin plate tothe ton. Two of 
the chief causes of the:increased demand for tin in 
| the United States are found in the enormeus can- 
| ning industry and the growth of the tin-roofing 
business. A prominent tinware dealer in Cliff- 
street said yesterday that if the proposed inerease 
of the duty on tin plates went into effect serious 
damage would be done to the export trade of the 
meat, fruit, and vegetable canning factories. Mr. 
O. W. Graves remarked that putting the tariff on 
tin plates up to 2 cents per pound wonld add $15 
to the cost cf atin roof on an ordinary dwelling 
house. : 

“ This whole talk of increasing the tariff on tin 
plates and sheet-iron.’”’ said Mr. H. W. Shepard, 
President of the Iron-clad Manufacturing Company 
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and of the Anglo-American Roofing Company, No, | 


22 Cliff-street, “‘emanates from Pittsbury. There 

are manufacturers there whose combined capital 

isless than $500,000, who want a high duty put on 

tin plates and polished iron in order that they may 

supply tinware manufacturers with their raw ma- 
| terial. The Tariff Commission seems to he con- 

trolled by Pittsburg men, therefore the interests of 
manufacturers throughout the whole country must 
sufferin crder that the Pittsburg factories may 
prosper.” Mr. Shepard urged that the Eastern 
manufacturers ought to be fuvored by the tariff in 
respect of the duty on raw materials in order that 
they might build up an export trade. The Iron- 
clad Manufacturing Company, of which Mr. Shep- 
ard is President, began making metallic shingles 
in this country, but the import duty onthe raw 
material used was so high that the company found 
jiitoits advantage to remove its factory to Eng- 
land. The metallis shingles were now made 
in England and brought back to this coun- 
try cheaper than they could be manufactured 
bere from imported material. Mr. Grosjean 
of the manufacturing firm of Lalance & Grosjean, 
No, 19 Cliff-street, spoke in the same strain as Mr. 
Shepard. He said that the proposed increase of 
the duty on tin plate and sheet-iron was the result 
of an effort on the part of certain Pittsburg com- 
panies to “‘get even’ with manufacturers of tin- 
ware who did not buy their raw material from the 
Pittsburg concerns. The firmof Lalance & Gros- 
jean has about $1,500,000 invested in its piant. 
Their factory is at Woodhaven, Long Island, and 
gives employment to about 800 men. When asked 
what effect the proposed increase of duty would 
have on the business of his firm, Mr. Grosjean 
promptly replied: “It would destroy our export 
trade and probably compel us to close our fac- 
tory or else remove it to Canada or some other 
country.”” A member of another Cliff-street firm 
said: “It bas been intimated that the wording of 
the proposed act may be construed so as to charge 
an additional! duty on some extra sizes of tin 
plates—a cuty independent of the proposed 2 
cents per pound. This, I think, would be adding 
insult to injury. As there are notinand terne 
plates now madein this country, and as the im- 
portation of those articles does not conflict with 
any existing American industry, I think that the 
duties on such goods should rather be decreased 
than increased. The manufacture of tinware is 
closely allied to the packing of food products, oil, 
&c., which is an industrv of enormous growth and 
importance in this country; therefore the Govern- 
ment should let tin plates and sheet-lron come ir 


at alow duty.”

IE TE ERE SRE 
FIRE IN PHILADELPHIA. 
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GOLDSMIiH’3 HALL BURNED TO THE GROUND 
—HEAVY LOSSES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.— The six-story 
briek building No. 420 Library-street, known as 
Goldsmith’s Hall, was destroyed by fire this even- 
ing. The building was owned by Jacob Haehnlen, 
and was valued at $100,000, upon which there is an 
insurance of about $50,000, principally among 
Philadelphia 2ompanies. Another five-story build- 
ing adjoining in the rear, owned by the 
same person, was also destroyed. Goldsmith's 
Hall was occupied by E. C. Markley & 
Co., printers and lithographers, on the fifth 
and sixth floors. They empl yed 80 hands. They 
fix their loss at from $40,000 to $45,000, with an 
insurance of $30,000. Lehman & Bolton. lithog- 
raphers, occupied the second, third, and fourth 
floors, employing 40 hands. ‘Their loss is esti- 
mated at over $100,000 on machinery and stock. 
They have insurances which will probably cover 
three-fourths of their losses. The first floor was 
used by lawyers and others for offices, and their 
losses are trifling. The basement was occupied by 
E. G. Haehnlen & Co., dealers in chamois skins and 
sponges. They fix their loss at ubout $20,000, one- 
half of which is insured. The rear building was 
occupied by A. C. Farley, lithographer and whole- 
sale stationer. His loss will probably reach $50,000, 
on which there is said to be sufficient imsurance. 
A number of adjoining buildings were damaged by 
fire and water, Among them was the building of 
the American Bank Note trace ng which was 
flooded with water. The Franklin Fire Insurance 
Company’s building and the Philadelphia Dispen- 
sary suffered from fire and water. The fire origi- 
nated in the second floor of the rear building and 
communicated with the main building by the flames 
rushing through the belt-holes.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 
PENSIONS AND PENSION CLAIMS. 


COMMISSIONER DUDLEY MAKES A REPORT 


AND GIVES SOME INSTRUCTIVE ESTIMATES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The Senate received 
to-day along communication from Commissioner 
of Pensions W. W. Dudley in reply to a resolution 


introduced by Mr. Platt caliiog for very extended 
information regarding the present condition of the 
pension-rollzs. Commissioner Dudley states that 
on Dec. 1 the estimated number of pensioners on 
the rolls was 291,656, who annually receive $30,- 
018,000. There were 297,201 pending applications 
for pensions, of which 230,497 were of Army in- 
valids, 62,559 of soldiers’ widows, 2,470 of Navy 
invalids, 313 of sailors’ widows, 724 of survivors 
of the war of 1812, and 1.238 of widows of 
soldiers of 1812. There were 79,583 applica- 
tions on the rejected files, making a total of 876,784 
applications on file. Mr. Dudley says that perhaps 


one-third of the.cases on rejected files will 
be reconsidered in the future, but not more 
than 10 per cent. of this number will 
receive favorable action. The total disburse- 
meuts for arrears of pensions, under the uct 
of Jan. 25 and March 8, 1879, between Jan. 25, 1879, 
and Dec. 1, 1882, was $97,891,506 98. Concerning 
the probable sum which may in future be paid for 
arrears of pensions under the provisions of exist- 
ing laws, the Commissioner says that of the 
late war invalid pension claims filed prior 
to July 1, 1876, 71 per cent. have already 
been allowed, and as 2.3 per cent. of the cases of 
this class admitted during the past fiscal year were 
filed during the period stated, it is fair to presume 
that the percentage of admissions will be still 
turther increased. On this basis it is assumed that 
80 per cent. of the late war claims filed 
prior to duly 1, 1880, will receive favor- 
able action. Of this class there are now on 
the files 253,648 pending and rejected claims. Al- 
lowing 20 per cent. for rejection, there would be 
202,909 for admission and entitled to the benefits of 
the Arrears of Pensions acts. If these should be 
placed on the rolls simultaneously the amount 





of arrears on the present value of each 
case allowed would be in round num- 
bers $204,795,000. On the same _ proposition 


the present roll of pensioners would be increaved 
to 494,575, with an annual value, in round numbers, 
of $50,000,000. 

Mr. Dudley gives tables showing that if House 
bill No. 1,410, now before the Senate, providing for 
the increase of pensions already granted, should 
become a law, there would be a net annual increase 
of $2,021,244 in the class receiving pensions for loss 
of limbs, and of $2,716,320 in the class receiving 
pensions on account of disabilities equivalent to 
amputations. Assuming that 30,000 claims of this 
class (invalids) will be allowed during the current 
year, together with the increase allowed bringing 
others within the same description, the annual 
increase for equivalent disabilities would be 
$3.166 82. The probable number of pending cases 
which would be affected by such increase is given 
as 136,147, not including the 30,000 cases already 
estimated for the current year, and the amount 
thus to be added to the annual value of the 
roll {s placed at $5,429,724. ‘To estimate the 
number and amount involved on this scale 
of increase.’’ Mr. Dudley continues, ‘to pending 
eases, Which may hereafter be allowed, involves 
more diffiulties for a satisfaetory estimate than 
those already made. I submit this, however. on 
the following basis: Tweaty-seven per cent. of 
those now on the roll are is receipt of the rates

THE SENECAL SYNDICATE.

Boston, Dec. 20.—The Hon. J. Gregory 
Smith, of Vermont, is in town conferring with par- 
ties interested relative to the reorganization of the 
roads under his management, and to which the 
assent of the bondholders is being rapidly secured. 
The new combination between the Grand Trunk 
and the Central Vermont, of which so much has 
said, he states is “a permanent close 
traffic arrangement by which the enormous freight 
trailic of the North-west over the Grand Trunk is 
to seek an outlet over the Central Vermont 
and its connecting roads, The Grand 
Trunk, in addition to the vast network of rail- 
ways which it controls in Canada and the 
West, has secured the three great water routes 
via Sarnia, Collingwood, and Midland. all of which 
pour their lumber, grain, and metal freights over 
the Grand Trunk into Montreal. Thence the Grand 
Trunk has only a single track line of its own to 
Portland, which is manifestly inadequate to handle 
such an enormous tonnage,even were Portland 
the best port for shipment. Hence an outlet such 


as the Central Vermont and connecting lines afford 
to New-York and Boston isa necessity.

RECOVERY OF LAND IN RUSSIA. 
From the London Times. 

Very extensive operations have :been for 
some years past carried on in different parts of 
Russia for draining and reclaiming marsh land 
under the direction of Gen. Jilinsky. The princi- 
pal distriets operated upon are situated between 
the Dnieper, Pripet, Berezina, Svislotsch, and Plitch 
Rivers. According to the Moscow Gazette, this 
area, whieh has now been made available for agri- 
culture, is 790,000 deciatines (1 deciatine--244 
acres.) of which 150,000 are Crown lands. In addi- 
tion to these 360,000 bave been brought into cultiva- 


tion inthe central and western districts of Polessia. 
These results have been obtained by means of a 





system of canals varying in breadth from 5 to13 | 


archines (3 archines=18 feet,) and in depth from 


1% to 4, while a few areas much as 30 archines | 


broad. A large proportion of these eanals are 
adapted for the floating of timber, so thut there is 
not a single forest farm which is now more than 7 
versts from its waterway, whereas many of them 
were previously over 30 versts distant. Besides 
theso undertakings, many subsidiary works of im- 
portance bave been completed, such as the build- 
ing of 138 bridges, the leveling of 23,800 versts of 
land, borings at 535 points, and the collection ef a 
vast number of meteorological and hydrometric 
observations. It is hoped that by the end of 1884 
the reclaimed land in Polessiaaloue will amount to 
1,400,000 deciatines, and with the view of advane- 
ing the operations as rapidly 2 possible the owners 
of property have been calied uvon to pay a pro 
ratu contribution of amounts varying from £00 to 
8,000 rubles.

The firm of Randall, Beli & Co. suspended this 
morning, with liabilities which itis thought they 
ean meet dollar for dollar in a very short time, or 
as soon as they can make their collections. About 
the first heard of their embarrasment was the an- 
nouncement that the Corn Exchange National 
Bank and the private banking-house of Hermann, 
Schaffner & Co. had refused to honor the firm’s 
checks for differences. It was generally known 
that the firm was engaged in closing out its busi- 
ness and preparing for a dissolution of partner: 
ship at the end of the year, and the failure there: 
fore created little or no commotion in the board. 
It was current report in the alley early in the day 
that fluctuations in corn and pork were the 
causes of the failure, but later in the day 
it was authoritatively stated that they were 
about as long on one as they were short 
on the other, and that they would be able to pay 
upin full in the course of time. When asked to 
what he attributed the failure. Mr. Beil said this 
evening: ‘* Well, fluctuations in corn and in pork 
have caused mary of our customers to lose money, 
and they have not been as prompt in coming for- 
ward with investments as the firm expected. To 
illustrate: A customer sends us a certain sum of 
money as a margin on corn; corn goesdown; the 
customer requests his deal be earried on. that he 
will see that the adaitional sum of money required 
is forthcoming. One of the partners kncews the 
man, and he is therewith carried on for a longer 
time, until. failing to make good his margin, the 
firm is obliged to close out and sell at aloss.” Ac: 
cording to an outside statement that the firm was 
bullish on the market ali through the decline of 
corn from 64 cents down to 48, the point reached 
on Monday, Here it turned about at the wrong 
moment. Evidently believing that there was no 
hope in the grain, the house, at the lowest figures, 
got its customers and itself on the wrong side 
again. After buying all the way down from the 
sixties it began to sell after corn had got into the 
forties. The result was that the firm got whip- 
sawed—lost both ways. The liabilities are believed 
to be not less than $50.000. 

“The outlook was never better,” said Mr, P. D. 
Armour, the packer, to-day. “In ali our expe: 
rience as packers we never were busier than at 
present. We have over 4,000 men at work in our 
Chicago houses, and ere killing nearly 700 cattle 
daily as well as about 1,000 hogs.” 

** Does the demand for dressed deef still continue 
to be large?”’

“Do you think there will be plenty of work fos 
the men in ‘the stock-yards during the entire 
season?”’ 

“Yes; as I have before intimated, there nevei 
were more men employed in the packing business 
than at present. ‘hey are getting good wages, 
and will undoubtedly have plenty of work for 
some time to come, and I do not anticipate 
any trouble in the way of strikes and sc 
forth, When my brother and I _ started 
in the business, some 20 years ago, we had a smal! 
place and a few men down on Archer-avenue. At 
present we have three establishments. Our Chi- 
cago house employs about 4,200 men; we have 
about 2.500in Kansas City, and about 1.800 in Mil- 
waukee, as weil as about 1,000 men outside the 
houses. During the past year we kilied about 

150,000 head of cattle and 1,508,000 hogs. Wede 
our own killing and curing and sell direct to our 
own customers, without middlemen.”

$ZNATOR VEST ASSAILS REPUBLI- 
CAN PARTY METHODS. 

4 BITTER ATTACK ON THE DOMINANT PARTY 
—THE ACTS OF ITS PRESIDENTS RE- 
VIEWED—THE CONSULAR BILL PASSED. 

WasuincTon, Dec. 20,—At the close of the 
morning hour in the Senate to-day Mr. ALLIson 
tallied up the Consular and Diplomatic Appropria- 

' Hon bill. The amendments reported by the Com- 

' mittee on Appropriations were agreed to, except 

» the provision that nothing in the act shall be oon- 

* ptrued to extend the time within which the French 
end American Claims Commission shall make its 

‘ Gnal report and expire. On motionof Mr. PenpLr- 
ron, With the approval of the Committee on For- 
tign Relations, an amendment was added appro- 
priating $5,000 to enable the President to extend 
diplomatic relations with the Governments of East- 
ern Asia, The hill was then passed. 

The Civil Service bill being under consideration, 
Mr. PenpuirrTon offered an amendinent striking out 
the provision that original entrance to the service 
shall be in the lowest grade and providing that ap- 
pointments in the departments shall be appor- 
tioned as near as possible among the States and 
Territories and the District of Columbia upon the 
basis of population. 

Mr. Vest said he had agreed that this bill should 
be reported to the Senate, not because he believed 
its provisions would remedy the evils existing in 
pur civil service, but rather as a means of empha- 
sizing his conviction of the urgent necessity for re- 


form. Of that necessity there could be no ques- 
tion. Money had become a most potent factor in 
American elections, and the civil service was used 
by the Republican Party as one means of raising 
money for political purposes. The great trouble 
pow was that reform of the civil service was ex- 
pected from men who are jn their hearts opposed 
toit. It was idle to give this infant into the hands 
of a nurse who desired its death, and then to ex- 

ect it to grow up into a healthy manhood. The 

epublican Party. judged by its record, was op- 
— to civil service reform. Gen. Grant, in 1871, 

ad recommended certain regulations almost iden- 
tical with the provisions of the pending bill, and 
what had become of those regulations? 

Mr. ALLIsoNn said that as he understood it the 
Pending bill simpy p:oposed to enact into Jaw the 
practice now foilowed in most of the departments 
—notably the T'reasury Department—in regulatiag 
promotions. 2 

Mr. Vest said every Senator knew that the regu- 
lations to which Mr. Alison referred amounted to 
nothing. When Mr. Schurz was Secretary of the 
Interior he had made an attempt to put them in 
force, and they were ostensibiy in force now in the 
Treasury Department; yet no Democrat could 


get ap appointment, and the First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General had recently an- 
nouneed publicly that the offices in that 
department were to be used for’ the 


benefit of the Republican Party, and sneered 
at the idea of any other system. After President 
Grant had announced his reformatory purposes in 
1871 came his second Administration, based toa 
great extent upon the spoils system. Then came 
that which the distinguished Senater from New- 
York, no longer in the Senate, called the **snivel 
service reform of t’other fraud, Hayes,’’ an Ad- 
ministration whose first act was to reward with 
offices yielding $291,000 a year the men who, for its 
benefit, had stolen the sufirages of sovei eign States. 
Next came President Garfield’s Administration. 
Garfield, in all his public utterances, had denounced 
the very abuses now sought to be remedied by 
legislation, yet no sooner was he nominated for 
the Presidency than he began a correspondexce 
with Mr. Dorsey, the Secretary of the National Re- 
publican Committee and now the chief of the star 
route defendants—a correspondence breathing the 
spirit of the * spoils’ system, the burden of it 
being “ Money !—nioney must .be obtained—more 
money for the Democratic State of Indiana!” And 
Dorsey was afterward toasted by the gentleman 
whoisnow President of the United States ata 
banquet given at Delmonico’s and presided over by 
Gen. Gract, to do him honor for having success- 
fully corrupted the suffrage of that great State. 
It had been charged that the Democratic Party had 
formeriy practiced this system of politieal assess- 
ments, but he defied gentlemen to produce from 
the annals of the Democratic Party any such in- 
famous document as the highwayman’s letter, 
dated in Philadelphia, signed John Cessna, Chair- 
man, and addressed to officeholders, demanding 2 

er cent, of their salaries, and threatening that at 
he end of the campaign alist of those who had 
not paid would be placed in the hands of the heads 
of the departments. The Senators from Maine 
and Iowa, (Messrs. Hale and Allison,) now so ar- 
dent for reform, were at that time members of the 
Republican committee, and had no rebuke for the 
authors of this document. 

Mr. ALuison said the circular purported to have 
been issued by the Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee of Pennsylvania, and had no rela- 
tion to the Congressional Committee. He had 
never seen the letter before. So faras he knew, 
Buch a document was unknown in the history of 
the Congressional Committee, and he thought it 
deserved the condemnation of every member of 
the Republican Party. 

Mr. Vest, continuing, said the great evil in the 
civil service now was that the Republican Party 
bad come to believe that the offives belonged to 
them as a matter of right, and ignoring the people, 
proceeded totear each other to pieces about the 


patronage; and this, more than anything 
eise, had contributed to their recent de- 
feat. Replying to Mr. Hale’s ‘charge that the 


** whisky interest’’ was an ally of the Democratic 
Party, and Mr. Sherman’s statement that the re- 
sult of the recent election in Ohio was largely due 
to that alliance, Mr. Vest said that for the last 20 
years the “whisky interest’ had voted steadilv 
with the Republicans, and their complaint now 
that thev were defeated last Fall by the defection 
of that interest was an admission that their past 
triumphs had been won by itsaid. To shew on 
whieh side the liquor iniluence really is, Mr. Vest 
made an elaborate comparison between the States 
that voted for Garfieid and those that voted fer 
Hancock, of approximately the same popalation, 
asto the number of wholesale and retail liquor- 
dealers in each, according to the internal revenue 
returns, showing, he said, that in the Gar- 
field States there were 108,198 retail liquor- 
dealers, against 57,742 in the Hancock States, 
inhabited by the ‘“‘whisky-soaking Democracy,” 
giving to the gontlemen upon the Republican side 
representing, of course, the intelligence and mor- 
ality and religion and sobriety of the entire coun- 
try, a clear roajority of 50.46 saloons. [{Laughter.] 
He denied that the Democratic Party was held to- 

ether by the hope of public plunder. If the party 
Bad dependec upon that it would have gone to 
pieces long ago; and in conclusion he would say to 
gentlemen on the other side of the chamber: You 
may .defeat us again; that is in the hands of 
God and of the future; but so long as the 
love of local self-government exists in the 
hearts of thé American people, so long, under 
God, will we meet you face to face and hand to 

and, to dispute your supremacy in these United 
States of ours. Offices may be in your grasp; 

olitieal assessments may be at your command; 
Administrations may be the supple tools of party 
to trample out the free sufirages of the people, 
but again and again will we meet you to contest 
your right to ignore what we believe to be the 
great principles of this Government—local self- 
government; the right of communities and in- 
dividuals to govern themselves so long as they do 
not interfere with the rights of others. 

Mr. Dawes said that as he was not a new con- 
vert to the cause of civil service reform, he had 
not thought it necessary to put himself forward in 
this debate. Long ago he had advocated the 
ale pangs now embodied in part in this bill, but 

ith so little success that he had been forced to 
the conclusion that before the civil service could 
be reformed there must first be such a reform in 
public opinion as would force the necessary le- 

islation upon Congress. Even this declaration 
Fad been flung back in his face by the reformers 
themselves, who declared that public opinion 
ust be created by the Legislature. Now, 


owever, all was changed. What the preacher 
and the platform lecturer had failed 
to do, the politicians hac accomplished, 


though at creat cost, and the omnipotence of pub- 
lic opinion was manifest all about us. It was 
natural and proper that they who had done so 
mouch to bring on disaster should nowtry to do 
something to repair the damage, but the danger 
now was that the patient would suffer from the 

ultiplicity of doctors, and for this reason he had 
orborne, and would forbear, to offer any amend- 
ments to the bill. It was right in principle, and 
while he thought it might be improved, he would 
sheerfully give it his support.

Manufactures of cedar wood, granadilla, ebony, ma- 
hogany, rosewood, and satinwood, 35 per centum ad 
valorem. 

Manufactures of wood, or of which wood is the 
chief component part, not specially enumerated or 
provided for in this act, 36 per centum ad valorem. 

Wood, unmanufactured, or not specially enumer- 
ated or provided forin this act, 20 per centum ad va- 
lorem. 

The notable changes made in the aboveitems are 
as follows: A specific duty of 12 cents per gross is 
added to metallic pens; the ad valorem duty on 
metallic pens, pen-tips and péenholders is reduced 
from 40 to 80 per centum. The ad valorem duty on 
hewed and sawed timber, and timbers. used for 
spars and in building wharves is reduced from 20 
to 15 per centum. Tne ad valorem duty on squared 
or sided timber not specially enumerated is re- 
duced from 1 cent to three-quarters of a cent per 
cubic foot. Sawed boards and planks of hemlock, 
whitewood, sycamore, and basswood are reduced 
from $1 per 1,000 feet, board measure, to 75 cents. 
Pickets and palings are redueed from 20 percentum 
ad valorem to 15 percentum. Laths are reduced 
from 15 cents per 1,000 pieces to 10 cents. Casks 
and barrels, ompty, sugar boxes and other packing- 
boxes are reduced from 30 per centum ad valorem 
to 25 percentum. The changes noted are changes 
from the rates recommended in the Tariff Commis 
sion’s report.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
TO BE TRIED BY COURT-MARTIAL—A BILL 
TO REINSTATE CAPT. HOPKINS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A _ court-martial 
was ordered at the War Department to-day to 
meet at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, at 10 o’clock 
on Jan. 4, 1883, for the trial of Capt. H. H. Crews, of 
the Fourth Cavalry, on charges of disobedience of 
orders, fraud, conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman, and conduct subversive of good 
order and military discipline. ‘The following is the 
detail for the court: Ccl.

A bill accompanied by a memorial was intro- 
duced inthe House by Representative Townsend, 
of Ohio, this morning, restoring to the Navy as a 
Captain, ex-Capt. Alfred Hopkins, recently dis- 
missed for deserting his command at the Pensacola 
Navy-yard during the yellow fever epidemic. In 
his memorial Capt. Hopkins alleges that gross in- 
justice was done him by the court-martial before 
which he was tried, inasmuch as he left Pensacola 
on sick leave before the yellow fever appeared. 
He also alleges that the court-martial was not con- 
ducted in the manner prescribed by law. A history 
of the career of Capt. Hopkins asa naval officer, 
covering a period of more shan 80 years, is attached 
to tne memorial. Duplicates of the memorial and 
petition were presented in the Senate by Mr. Sher- 
man. 

A bill introduced by Senator Aldrich to-day to 
amend the laws with regard to the distinction be- 
tween “sea service’ and “‘harbor service,” de- 
fines sea service as service at sea under order of 
the department; and harbor service as service per- 
formed on a vessel permanently stationed in port. 
One-half of the time served in port is to be credited 
as sea service. This regulation is the same as in 
the English Navy.

INVESTIGATING OCMMISSIONERS. 











THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE AND THE 
POOR IMMIGRANT, 

The Senate Finance Committee, with Sena- 
tor John C. Jacobs in the chair, yesterday resumed 
its investigation of the Commissioners of Emigra- 
tion. The attendance of interested listeners was 
unusually large. Mr. Charles Hauselt, President of 
the German Society of New-York and member of 
the Board of Emigration, said that the hospital’on 
Ward's Island was not properly conducted, and 
that many improvements were at one time needed. 


He undertook to raise funds from those enjoying 
privileges at the disposal of the Commissioners of 
“migration for the improvement of the hospital, 
but without success. He was of opinion that these 
privileges should be open for general competition. 
On several occasions he made suggesiions to that 
effect in the board, but he was voted down, zs it 
was claimed that the poor immigrants would suffer 
through sucha plan. Mr. Heuselt further informed 
the committee that he believed the new railroad 
pooling arrangements in Castle Garden were the 
best that could be made. He was not clear as to 
whether employes of the beard should receive ad- 
ditional compensation from the railway compa- 
nies. He was satisfied that the present board was 
too cumbersome for goed service, and thought 
that three Commissioners would be far more usetul. 

James Lynch, President of the Irish Emigrant 
Society, and also one of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, testified that he was pretty well ac- 
guainted with the affairs of Castle Garden. In 
April, 1881, he offered a resolution in the 
Board for the investigation of ‘ privileges” in 
Castle Garden. The resolution was referred 
to a committee, of which Commissioner Ulrich 
was Chairman. That committee never reported 
action upon his resolution. The witness was as- 
sured that the privileges were very valuable. He 
did not energetically urge that compensation 
should be paid for the privileges granted by the 
Commissioners. His idea was to have the prices of 
food so graded that the immigrants might reap the 
benefit. Recently his recommendations in the 
board had been coacing | disregarded. His im- 
pression was that persons had been employed and 
removed upon political grounds by the Commis- 
sioners. At this point Commissioners Ulrich 
and Starr desired to ask questions, Senator 
Jacobs said that if Mr. Saunders, who ap- 
peared as counsel for the Commissioners, 
was authorized so to appear, the question sbould 
be put by him. Commissioners Ulrich and Stephen- 
son said that Mr. Saunders did not represent them. 
Commissioner Starr said that Presiaent Hurlburt 
hac requested Mr. Saunders to appear. When Mr. 
Lynch's examination was resumed, he testified 
that the conduct of the Ward’s Island Hospital 
Was not such asit should be. He produced a writ- 
ten statement prepared by Mrs. Sarah P. Marsh, 
of Bridgeport, who was formerly a nurse in the 
hospital. This statement reflected severely upon 
the actions of the physicians and nurses of that 
institution. Mr. Lynch said that in December 
of last year Commissioner Stephenson intro- 
duced a resolution that the Chaplain should 
be permitted to visit the patients only by the con- 
sent of the physicians. That resolution the wit- 
ness considered extremely cruel. A great many 
‘wholesale changes,”’ witness said, were made on 
Ward's Island. Good men were displaced and in- 
ferior men were appointed as their successors.

I Chairman then?’ inquired Mr. Ulrich. ‘Good 


day, gentlemen,” said Mr. Lynch, moving toward 
the doorand paying no heed to Mr. Ulrich’s ques- 
tion. Senator browning was in the chair. He said 
in a loud voice: ‘*Mr. Ulrich, have you any more 
questions to ask Mr, Lynch?” ‘‘I certainly have,’’ 
answered Mr. Uirich us he gazed at the fleeting 
Mr. Lynch. ‘Then,’ said the Senator, * you shall 
ask them.” Mr. Lynch turned and resumed his

Commissioner Ulrich was then called. He tes- 
tified that he had no ready-made opinion concern- 
ing the constitution of the board.

Ho wasopposed to granting 
privileges for compensation, because he wished 
the immigrants to get the benefit of low prices, but

ESCAPED FROM SING SING PRISON. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday morning, as one of 
the keepers in Sing Sing Prison was going his 
rounds, he discovered that George Lavery, a life 
convict, had made his escape, leaving a dummy in 
his cell to represent him. Lavery oecupied cell 
No. 630 on the ground floor. He was employed as 
a ball-man, and thus had a good many privileges de- 
nied to other convicts. Keeper George Sands 


believed that he locked Lavery up on Tuesday 
night, and that he had answered to his name. 
A search foraclue to the man’s whereabouts was 
at once begun, and resulted in the discovery that 
he had taken a ladder from the storehouse, and 
with this had gone to the north or main yard of 
the prison. Putting the ladder against the wall he 
soon reached the top, when drawing it up after 
him, he let it down on the outside, and in a few 
moments was a free man. He left the ladder 
standing where it had last served him. Keeper 
Sands, who should have locked Lavery up, has 
been suspended by Warden Brush. The prisoner 
was sentenced June 3, 1872, by Judge Ingraham to 
imprisonment for life for the killing of Detective 
Philip Lambrecht while he was attempting to ar- 
rest him by hitting him on the head and fracturing 
his skuli with a paving-stone. Lavery is about 47 
years of age, and has dark hair and sharp features. 
Superintendent Walling yesterday sent out a 
general alarm describing the convict, and every

MR. CHANDLER’S ARGUMENT FOR BRADY 
CONCLUDED--FOREMAN DICKSON CON- 

TRADICTS BOWEN’S STATEMENTS. 


trial this morning, Mr. Jefferson Chandler con- 
tinued his opening address on the part of the de- 
fense. His argument was to the effect that the 
only criterion as to the propriety of increasing 
service on the star routes was the judgment, the 
discretion, of the Postmaster-General. The law 
supplied no such criterion, and the attempt to 
make a jury supply it was simply revolutionary. 
There was one route, he said, about which there 
was no charge of dishonesty, because it was one 
in which the Government's immaculate witness 
(Walsh) was the contractor. In that case, the 
compensation had gone up from $15,000 to 
$135,000, so that the great disparity between 
the original compensation and the one resulting 
from increase of service was no indication of cor- 
ruption, Brady could not have acted dishonestly 
in that ease without moculating Walsh with dis- 
honesty, and yet, according to the prosecution, the 
integrity of Walsh Lad survived the ruin of his for- 


tune and the sullying of hisname. The doctrine of 
conspiracy had been introduced because it was 
capable in its administration of subjecting one 
man to punishment fer another man’s act. It had 
been introduced so that the circumstances 
acainst one, and another, and a third. which 
do not make three distinct crimes or one crime, 
might excite a prejudice against the whole which 
would induce the jury to find an unrighteous ver- 
dict. He went on to argue that there could have 
been no secrecy in Brady’s official acts, because 
each day’s orders were spread out onthe journal 
and approved and signed by the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, and because every year the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral made a report to Congress, setting out in de- 
tail the particulars of every contract for carrying 
the mails, the increases or decreases made in it, 
and the reasons therefor. The Post Office Com- 
mittee in each House had that statement before 
it, and prepured the Post Office Appropriation 
bill in connection with it. So that if con- 
spiracy be secret there was no conspiracy here. 
In conclusion, he said: “I leave the case with 
ou, Allthat Lask of you is to look on this sub- 
ect with candor and in the absence of passion, 
nd to try to single out of those voluminous mat- 
ters brought before you any violation of law. I 
think you will not findany. Allthat the prosecu- 
tien will ask you to find is that you shall regard 
this thing as a fraud. They will not prove any 
legal fraud. They will not prove that any law 
has been violated in the transaction of this busi- 
ness in any particular. But they will try to excite 
a suspicion against this man and a suspicion against 
the other zaan and a suspicion against a third man, 
and by the eombined force of those suspicions 
they will ask you to suspect that there is some- 
thing wrong.” 

Mr. Ingersoll intimated that he was to make an 
opening address on the part of the two Dorseys.

that ten voted for the reading and one against it, 
the witness not voting.

{a yellow stain] was.in witness’s opinion, a cigar- 
ette stain; Bowen smoked cigarettes. 

Mr. Smith—You heard Bowen's testimony re- 
garding this conversation. Was it true? 

Mr. Wells objected, whereupon Mr. Smith de- 
clared that his testimony was a wholesale lie. 

The witness said that Driver never brovght him 
to Bowen: on the contrary Bowen introduced 
himself. He was positive that he was not at 
Driver’s on Aug. 22, and he had no conversation 
with Bowen on that night, nor had he ever had a 
conversation with Bowen at any time in the room 
described by that witness. 

Mr. Smith read from the report of Bowen's 
testimony the account of his conversation with 
Dickson, which that gentleman denied specifically, 
point by point. 

This concluded the direct examination of Mr. 
Dickson, and the court adjourned.

THE GOVERNMENT COTTON CASE. 

In the suit of the Government against Har- 
rison Johnston, before Judge Coxe, in the United 
States Circuit Court, the submission of evidence 
for the prosecution was concluded yesterday by 
the filing of certain papers. Gen. B. H. Bristow, of 
counsel for the defense, then moved to dismiss the 
case on the ground that the prosecution had failed 
to make out a case, but the court denied the mo- 
tion. Gen. Burnet, in his opening argument for the 
defense, reviewed the history of the case at some 
length, enlarged on the diffiduities Mr. Johnston 
had to contend with in collecting cotton asthe 
agent of the United States Government in the heart 
of a hostile country, read letters from the Secretary 
of the Treasury to Mr. Joknston authorizing him to 
make the cotton pay its own expenses, and to make 
all expenditures necessary for the protection and 
handling of the cotton collected. These letters 
contain expressions of the utmost confidence in Mr. 
Johnston's integrity and of satisfaction with the 
manner in which he was representing the Govern- 
ment. Gon. Burnet said that Mr. Johnston was 
prepared to give a satisfactory accounting for 
every bale of cotton collected by him, and to show 
that the expenses incurred in handling and protect- 
ing the cotton were unavoidable.

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A NEW COURSE OF STUDIES. 








THE BOARD OF EDUCATION TAKING A WEEK 
TO CONSIDER A NEW SCHEDULE. 

The Board of Education met yesterday at 4 
P. M., President Walker in the chair. About 100 
The following Assist- 
ant Superintendents were re-elected: Thomas F. 
Harrison, Norman A. Calkins, John H. Fanning, 
William Jones, and Arthur McMillan. The reésolu- 
tion to increase the salary of janitors 20 per cent. 
was lost by 16 to 3. President Walker explained 
the intricacies of the janitor question. He recom- 
mended an increase, but showed that such increase 


should be graded so as to bo compatible with the 
varying expenses of the janitors. The matter was 
then referred to the Committee on By-laws. Mr, 
Wood, Chairman of the Committee on Studies, pre- 
sented its report, and asked that it be re- 
ferred to the Committee on By-laws, with 
directions to report back at once. He 
stated that he had always maintained, and 
still mainiains, after careful investigation and 
consultation with all the Principals of schools, that 
the present course of study is not too hard for any 
pupils, except, perhaps, those of the poorer classes. 
in regard to the latter, he did think, after invésti- 
gation, that the course was onerous. The course 
now recommended would obviate this inequality 
by making certain studies optional. One com- 
piaint by Principals was that the fourth grade was 
overloaded. This had been carefully considered. 
In conclusion he presented the report, stating that 
it did not admit of amendment, but either had to 
be swallowed whole or wholly rejected. The re- 
port, after stating that nine protracted meetings 
had been held and many of the school officers ana 
Principals had been examined, continued: 

“The general purport of the testimony given 
would lead to the opinion that the course of study, 
usa whole, is not excessive in its requirements, 
that it does not impose labor that cannot be ac- 
complished without detriment to the health, 
strength, and comfort of either teacher or pupil in 
our public schools. In making this general state- 
ment, it is recognized and admitted that indi- 
vidual instances have occurred in which objections 
might be made to the requirements of the course 
as excessive, and to its unfavorable influence upon 
the pupils. But when we refiect that at least 
125,000 chilaren are in daily attendance. and that 
the course of study was prepared with the view 
of meeting the needs and ability of the many 
and not the few, these individual instances 
are not numerous and strong enough to serve as 
an indictment against the course, or even as a rea- 
sonable charge against its general merits, useful- 
ness, and applicability. Nothing, however, is per- 
fect; with the lapse of time comes necessity for 
modification and change. The course of study. 
intrinsically excellent as it is, would be perhaps 
improved, taking all things into consideration, by 
altering some of its general features, among which 
may be mentioned the distribution of time. A slight 
diminution in the number of gubjeets taught, a rec- 
ommendation in relation to the Teachers’ Manual, 
and some legisjation, prospective in its action, 
in relation to special subjects and their teachers, 
constitute nearly ali the changes which, in the light 
of the evidence obtained, it would be desirable to 
make. The following are the proposed changes: 

‘* Firsi—That the Teachers’ Manual be revised, 
and its provisions be made to conform to the pres- 
ent course or study. That the methods of instruc- 
tion recommended in said manual shall be suggest- 
ive ouly, but thatin respect to other matters, when 
80 stated therein, said manual shall have the same 
fo:ce and effect as a by-law ef the board. 

**Second—That the time-table as at present ar- 
ranged be abolished, and a minimum time per 
week for the subjects be substituted as hereinafter 
presented. 

‘* (hird—That after Jan. 1, 1883, when vacancies 
occurin any of the schools by reason of the resig- 
nation or otherwise of any special teacher, no spe- 
cial teacher be allowed, and that the work be done 
by the regular teachers of the corps. 

“ Fourih—That the elements of plane geography, 
algebra, book-keeping, outlines of astronomy and 
perspective drawing be considered as permissible 
subjects under the conditions hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

** #ifth—That there be no publication in any form 
of the marks given at the examination of tho appli- 
cants for admission to either college.”’ 

Following was the course of studies recommend- 
ed. Aninterruption was bere made by a motion 
to adjourn for a week. The vote stood 10 to 10, 
and was lost. Mr. Belden asked Mr. Wood how 
much time was saved by the proposed course. Mr. 
Wood said it would save about one-third. He 
thought it now was as much too easy as the pres- 
ent course was considered too hard. Mr. Flynn 
moved to adopt the report and refer the matter to

SOME HARMONIOUS ACTION AND &80ME IN- 
HARMONIOUS TALE. 

There was a full meeting of the Park Com- 
missioners yesterday, Mr. Walesin the chair. S.S. 
Randall, who represented the Local Improvement 
Association, asked that $4,C00 be appropriated by 
the board for the improvement of Fulton Park, 
north of One Hundred and Sixty-ninth-street, The 
Board of Estimate and Apporticnmeut has hitherto 
refused it. Mrs. R. B. Roosevelt’s offer of a num- 
ber of fancy pigeons was politely declined; there 


are now as many pigeons in Central Park as 
the department feel justifiea in taking care of. 
The Board of Estimate and Apportionment was 
asked for $65,642 for the improvement of Riverside 
Park. The recommendation of the Health Depart- 
ment that a drain one and a half miles long should 
be built in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards was ordered to be carried out. August 
Brown applied for a renewal of his privilege of 
letting out skates and chairs on the lakes of Cen- 
tral Park. The department receives for granting 
him the privilege 5 per cent. of his receipts. Mr. 
Brown said that his receipts last year were about 
$6, the skating being bad. lt was decided that he 
should have the privilege again, his schedule of 
rates to be hereafter fixed by the department. En- 
gineer Van Winkle submitted planus for the im- 
provement of Riverside Drive between Eighty- 
fifth ana Eighty-eighth streets. These are for an 
arched viaduct of granite and gneiss over the low 
ground between these streets; the cost of the 
work will be $180,000. 

A number of Park policemen, who had been dis-: 
covered neglecting their duty in not patrolling 
their beats properly, were fined from 1 to 30 days’ 
pay. Mr. MacLean was in favor of Gischarging 
several of the delinquents. Mr. Lane asked him, 
sarcastically, how it was possible for him to get up 
so early in the merning and be up ail night look- 
ing after the policemen. Mr. MacLean said that it 
was natural for him to do so. Mr. Lane then 
charged Mr. MacLean with having violated, in 
performing that work recently, a corporation ordi- 
nance, in driving through the Park with his coach 
lamps out. Mr. MacLean said that they had gone 
out. Mr. MacLean asserted that the Casino, the 
restaurant near the Arsenal, and other restaurants 
in Central Park were not properly kept by the 
present lessee, Mr. Radford, who had applied fora 
renewal of the privilege for three years. Mr. Mac- 
Lean also charged Mr. Radford with using the City 
gas without payment. Mr. Lane said that the privi- 
lege of using the gasin the restaurants existed he- 
tore the license to Radford & Ryan (the latter gen-

tleman being now dead) was granted. Mr. 
MacLean also charged the lessees of the 


Park restaurants with having used. without pay- 
ing for it, property belonging to the City, such as 
furniture, wine, and cigars, which had been 
turned over to the City by the former lessee, who 
had failed.

THE SEWAGE OF MOUNT VERNON. 
__—~»—_— 
HER NEIGHBORS OBJECT TO RECEIVING IT 
ON THEIR PROPERTY. 

A number of residents of East Chester, Pel- 
ham, West Chester, and City Island, met yesterday 
afternoon in the office of Charles D. Burrill, No. 21 
Broad-st,, to take action in regard to the proposed 
drainage of the village of Mount Vernon. The Rev. 





acted as Secretary. Mr. Coffey said that the meet- 
ing had been calied in no uncharitable spirit, but 
simply to pretect those engaged init from a ruth- 
less attempt to despoil their homes and property. 


Mr. Burrill made a in which 


he explained the nature of the danger 
which threatened the citizens of the 
towns and villages bordering on East Chester 
Creek, or Hutchinson River, as it is commonly 
called. The citizens of Mount Vernon, he said, 
propose to bulid a large sewer from their village to 
empty intothe creek, and it is now publiciy an- 
nounced by the movers in this scheme that they 
will go before the Legislature at the comming ses- 
sion with a bill to authorize the construction of the 
sewer. The question with property-owners along 
the creek is whether Mount Vernon, which un- 
doubtedly has a right to build a sewer for the pur- 
poses of drainage, has also the right to despoil the 
property and waters of her neighbors. The pro- 
posed sewer is to be 36 inches in diameter, and all 
the refuse flowing through it is to be emptied into 
the creek. If it is discharged at low tide, 
which is the intention, the refuse will, under 
the influence of the sun, generate malaria and 
otherdiseases. It will be equally dangerous if the 
sewer is emptied at high tide, because then the 
refuse will spread over the meadows and surround- 
ing property. The only proper thing for the peo- 
ple of Mount Verion to do is eitherto adopt a 
plan for consuming the sewage, which is entireiy 
practicable, or to carry it so far down East Ches- 
ter Bay as to take it beyond the influence of the 
tide. It is a well-known fact, Mr. Burrill said, that 
anything throwu into the creek goes backward and 
forward with the tide, and never leaves it unless 
it is spread over the adjoining property by an 
overfiow. The citizens of Mount Vernon tried to 
get the privilege of building this sewer last Winter, 
but the Legislature refused its permission when 
the facts in the case was brought to its notice. The 
speaker thought that a committee should be ap- 
pointed to collect funds to pay for able counsel to 
oppose the bill at Albany, and also that an appeal 
should be made to the State Board of Health to 
use its influence to prevent the building of the 
proposea sewer, as liable to become detrimental to 
the public health. On motionof Mr. Burrill a com- 
mittee consisting of Samuel Pele, of City island; 
Theodore Bartow, of Pelham; William M. Giles, of 
East Chester, and James Henderson, Jr., of West 
Chester, was appointed to solicit subscriptions 
to be applied to the employment of counsel, and 
Samuel Lane was made Treasurer of the fund. Mr. 
Giles was appointed a committee of one to draw 
up a petition to the State Board of Health and se- 
cure signatures to it asking the board to oppose 
the construction of the sewer. Mr. Coffey said 
that he believed that when the citizens of Mount 
Vernon understood the nature of the bill which the 
Legislature is to be asked to pass they would join 
with their neighbors in protesting against it. By 
the charter of the village the Trustees are allowed 
to spend only one-eighth of 1 per cent. of the tax- 
able property, or about $4,000, and the expenditure 
of any further sum must be authorized by a special 
vote of the citizens. This bill authorizes the Trus- 
tees of the village to construct the sewer, the esti- 
mated cost of whicn is $80,000, and to issue bends 
of the village for the same without referring the 
question to the citizens atall. The meeting ad- 
journed without taking any further action. 
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THE NEW GAS COMPANY. 


TERMS ON WHICH THE GAS COMMISSION WILL 
GRANT A FRANCHISE. 


The Gas Commission held another meeting 
in Mayor Grace’s office yesterday to consider the 
application of the Equitable Gas Company for per- 
mission to lay pipes in the City streets. ‘The com- 
mission is now restrained by an injunction from 
granting the desired franchise to the Equi- 
table Company, and the members yesterday 
discussed the conditions to be imposed 
on the company in case the injunction 
is dissolved ana the commission decides to give the 


franchise. Controller Campbell submitted a series 
of conditions, and they were discussed, with Mr. 
Coudert representing the company. As finally 
agreed to by the commission, the conditions will 
require the Equitable Company to construct their 
works in such a way ag not to create a nuisance or 
be in any way detrimental to public health. The 
gas is to be of the best quality of illuminating gas, 
of not less than 25-cand!le power, and shall be free, 
within limits not injurious to the pubic health,from 
ammonia, sulphureted hydrogen, and other sulphur 
and noxious ingredients. The public lamps are to be 
lighted at a rate notto exceed $12 per lamp per 
year, each lamp consuming 3 feet of gas per hour, 
and burning 4,000 hours per year. This price is to 
include gas, lighting, extinguishing, cleaning, re- 
pairing, and reglazing the lanterns. The company 
wiil be required to put in a bid for lighting public 
lamps at not over $12 oy lamp whenever the Gas 
Commission issues a cali for such proposals. If at 
any time during the continuance of the franchise 
the Commissioner of Public Works shall consider 
that the cost of manufacturing gas is reduced so 
that the lamps can be lighted for less than $12 
each, arbiters shall be appointed to determine an 
equitable rate below $12. The company will 
be required to furnish gas to public buildings of the 
City at arate not exeeeding $1 50 per 1,000 cubic 
feet, ana to the public at arate not over $1 75 per 
1,000 cubic feet. Other provisions of the conditions 
require the company to lay gas mains in such 
streets as the Public Works Commissioner may 
direct, and to keep the pavements over the 
mains in good order for one year. Weekly and 
monthly reports are to be made to the Public 
Works Commissioner of the street openings made, 
gas mains laid, &0., by the company. The erection 
of the gas-works is to be commenced within six 
months from the date of signing the conditions, and 
not less than $250,000 shall be expended in the 
construction of the works before the company shall 
begin laying mains. The manufacture and distri- 
bution of gas shall begin within 18 months of the 
date of signing the conditions. The franchise is to 
be limited to 30 years, and it is to be revoked upon 
the failure of the company to comply with any of 
the conditions. The City is to be paid 20 cents 
for each lineal foot of main laid. The last section 
of the conditions prohibits the Equitable Gas Com- 
pany from entering into any kind of combination 
with any other gas company. 

As originally presented by Controller Campbell, 
the conditions required the company to furnish the 
public with gas ata rate not exceeding $1 50 per 1,000 
cubic feet. Mr. Coudert urged that the limit should 
be made $2. Controller Campbell reminded him of 
the glowing promises of cheap gas made when the 
company applied for a franchise, and said he 
thought $150 was enough. After eonsiderable 
talk the limit was finally fixed at $1 75. In case 
the injunction is vacated, the Gas Commission will 
present these conditions to the gas company as the 
terms on which the desired franchise can be eb- 
tained.

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SUICIDE BY POISON. 


A PROMINENT RESIDENT OF JERSEY CITY 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 

William W. Lee, for many years a well- 
known resident of Jersey City, once a Police Jus-. 
tice, and subsequently amember of the City Board 
of Works, was found dead in bed. yesterday. 
On Tuesday night when he went to his home, 
No. 592 Jersey-avenue, he complained to his 
servant that he felt ill, and at his request she went 
out and purchased a dose of anti-bilions pills for 
him. When he retired he cautioned her not to be 
alarmed if she heard him moving about his room 
during the night, as he had business to attend to, 
and would be engaged at it till late. She did not 
hear him, however, after he had gone up stairs. 
At noon yesterday he was found undressed 
on his bed, his clothing still upon him, 
and his hands folded over his breast. An expres- 
sion of perfect repose rested on his face, and he 
had prohably died a painless death. An examina- 
tion of the room showed that he had not been idle 
during the night. On atable near him was found 
aletter addressed *‘To Whom it May Concern.” 
In it he specially requested County Physician Con- 
verse not to hold a post-mortem nor.to direct an 
inquest. “I have taken an ounce anda half of 
jJaudanum and B. W. Throckmorton’s prescrip- 
tion,” he wrote, ‘‘and that is the cause of my 
death. An inquest to discover any other cause 
would be useless.” He gave circumstantial in- 
structions as te his funeral, even descending so far 
into detail as to write: 

“ After my grave is dug and bricked up, and [am 
buried, there will be more earth than will be re- 
quired to fill it. This you will take and fill ina 
sunken part of my lot in Green-Wood.”’ As to his 
motives he wrote: “I lived for my wife alone. 
She is gone, and all the peace that remains to me is 
in death.” His wife died three weeks ago, and he 
had since been much depressed. He had talked con- 
siderably after her death of taking his life. After 
reaching home he addressed aletterto Mrs, Van 
| Winkle and Mrs. Wansel, his sisters-in-law, and 
mailed them, announcing his suicide and summon- 
ing them to his bedside. 

Mr. Lee was 65 years of age, a Repubiiean in 
polities, and enjoyed the reputation of being one 
of the most upright of men. He was made Police

GLEANINGSFROMTHE MAILS 


HANGED FOR MANY MURDERS. 


Vienna Letter to the London Daily News. 

On the 30th of November, at 10 A. M.,a@ 
dreaaful woman, one Kate Nagy. was banged in 
Stein-an-Anger, the frontier town between Styria 
and Hungary. In the annals of crime she will oc- 
cupy one of the first places, for, although she con- 
fessed to six murders only, she was convicted of 
26, and we may suppose that she committed many, 
more. She found means of obtaining poison from 
chemists in small provincial towns by pretending 
to have a house full of rats. Thesmall cakes which 


she sold in a bea shop were so universaily liked by: 
old and young that she could sell poisoned cakes! 
to the persons who wished to rid themselves of w 
superfluous relative without arousing suspicion. 
Her first murder was probably that of her own hus- 
band, and when this remained undiscovered sha 
committed a succession of other murders, fox 
which she was paid by the parties concerned. Her 








victims were men, women, and children, old 
and young, and, although her neighbors 
had long suspected her, still no one dared 


for some time to accuse her of the dread- 
ful crime. She was believed to bo very pious, and 
it was chiefly by her aid that the Dominican friars 
of Stein-an-Anger were able to found a religious 
society which gained great influence in the course 
of years. Although she confessed to six murders, 
the Court of Justice condemned her only to hard 
labor for life; but the Imperial Council, appealing 
to the High Court, obtained a death sentence, 
which was signed by the Emperor about the middle 
of last month. Ever since the sentence was com- 
municated to Kats Nagy she spent her days and 
nights in praying and fasting witn her father con- 
fessor ever by her side. On Thursday the hangman 
arrived from Buda-Pesth, and Kate Nagy was takex 
to the place of execution at the other end of the 
town. When she appeared in the street 
every one was surprised to see a meek little 
woman of about 50 years of age, with a kind, 
motherly expression in her small face. She was 
eseorted by a detachment of imperial dragoons and 
followed by thousands who had come from all 
parts of the country to see her. As she entered 
the wooden fence which conceals the gidbet from 
the eyes of the public, she started, for her daughter 
came up to her and begged leave to enter with her 
mother. When she was refused, she fainted in the 
arms of some women who had come with her. 
The hangman fulfilled his terrible task in a few 
seconds. In the meantime the crowd outside be- 
haved in a most shameful manner. They sur- 
rounded the murderess’ daughter and declared 
she must be executed also, because such a dread- 
ful woman’s entire race should be extripated once 
forali. Therufiians would have lynched the girl 
had not a brave woman stood up in her defence, 
and by her undaunted courage intimidated those 
near her until some dragoons came to her rescue. 
Kate Nagy refused to name the persons for whom 
she prepared her poison, so that they cannot be 
prosecuted.

RAILROADS IN FRANCE. 
Paris dispatch to the London Times. 

M. Hibot, the reporter of the Budget Com 
mittee, has drawn upa report on the situation of 
the Public Works estimates, which will be distri- 
buted in the course of the week. M. Ribot states 
that the Freycinet railway scheme at the present 
moment stands thus—there are 3,600 kilométres 
completed, 5,600 in course of construction, 4,104 


sanctioned as likely to be of public utility, but not 
in course of construction, and 4,400 simply pro« 
posed, but not yet sanctioned. Of these different 
classes, the completed lines and those in course of 
construction have thus far cost together 1,490,- 
000,000f. The expenditure stili necessary to com- 
plete the scheme is as foilows: One hundred and 


seventy million francs for the lines already 
opened, 1,170,000,000f. for those in course 
of construction, 860,000,000f. for those sanc- 


tioned as of public utility, and 1,525,000,000f. 
for those proposed, but not yet sanctioned: 
total, 3.725,000,000f. Thus the entire outlay, past 
and future, upon the railways required for the com: 
pietion of the Freycinet railway programme is 
5,215,000,000f. Add to this sum 2,025,000,000f. for 
the improvement and construetion of ports, canals, 
and navigable channels, and the grand total ia 
brought up to 7,240,000,0C0f. There is a discrepancy 
of nearly 2,000,000f. between this totai and that 
given by the Ministers of Public Works and Finance. 
This, however, is simpty due tothe Ministers hav- 
ing comprised in their estimate a number of lineg 
not yet officially proposed. M. Ribot further states 
that the Minister of Public Works has informed the 
Budget Committee that he will confine himself 
next year to the completion of the lines in course 
of construction, and that he would strive to reduce 
the outlay in proportion as those in course of con: 
struction were completed.

A bill has been introduced in the House 
for the revival of the moiety system as a 
means of correcting the tendency to defraud 
the Government by means of undervalua- 
tions. It may be quite true that some ad- 
ditions could be made to the Customs 
revenues by holding out substantial induce- 
ments to spies and informers to aid 
in their collection and by giving to Govern- 
ment officers a sbare of the proceeds of 
fines and penalties recovered from fraudu- 
lent importers. But, human nature being 
_ what itis, there is no reason to assume that 
a revived system of moieties would be 
less productive of scandalous abuses 
than the old one. It is a danger- 
ous principle to offer special rewards 
for doing what the employes.of the Govern- 
ment ought to accomplish in the faithful 
discharge of their duties, and experience has 
shown that the moiety system.can be used 
with as much effect to persecute and annoy 
the honest importer as to check the 
practices of knaves. The tendency of 
all revenue legislation is likely to be 
for® the future in the direction of 
lieving those paying duties or taxes from 
Nassing espionage and arbitrary seizures; 
in faxt, the chief argument for the abolition 
of the Wnternal revenue system rests on the 
ground that it maintains an army of spies 
and informers. The advocates of the revival 
of the moiety system are not.likely to get a 
hearing from the present House, and they 
are still less likely to find any encourage- 
ment from the next. 


Senator Vest, of Missouri, availed him- 
self yesterday of the discussion of the Civil 
Service Reform bill to make an elaborate 
partisan speech on the insincerity of the 
Republican Party, so far as real civil service 
reformation is concerned. He did not, how- 
ever, claim for the Democratic Party, as 
some bold people have done, that it is 
the only true friend of a pure civil 
service, His arraignment of the Republi- 
can organization was, in effect, a charge 
that its practice, after all, was no better 
than the practice of its Democratic pred- 
ecessors. Speakers like Senator VxrstT 
appear to forget (probably the Missouri 
Senator purposely forgets) that a great ad- 
vance in civil service reform has been made 
since the days of Pox, Prexce, and 
Bucnanax, although much remains to 
be done by way of embodying into the law 
of the land such regulations as shall protect 
the civil service from the ravages of poli- 
ticians, office-brokers, and place-hunters. 
When anybody attempts to draw a compari- 
son between the purity and honesty of the 
civil service under Democratic Presidents 
and under Republican Presidents, to the 
credit of the former, he will have need of 
great impudence and great ingenuity. 

AA ETERS ERATED LTT 


The real business of the star route bribery 
tinvestigation was reached yesterday when 


ness stand. Dickson denies everything 
contained in Bowen’s affidavits, and he 
charges that Bowen did attempt to bribe 
him with the offer of $25,000. If we assume 
that Dickson was really offered any such 
sum by anybody to vote for the conviction 
of the star route defendants, we must also 
presume that Dickson is the veriest ‘‘ fly- 
gobbler.’”” He pretends to have be- 
lieved that Bowen, representing the 
Attorney-General of the United States, 
(and the national Government,) was author- 
ized to buy up jurors at the rate of $25,000 
each. There is a limit to human gullibility, 
but Dickson, it would appear, believed that 
the Government had appointed BowEN as 
its agent, and that the market rate of jurors 


in star route cases ruled very high. To the 
honor of American citizenship it should be 
said that Dickson spurned the bribe, and 
that he voted for the acquittal of Brapy, 
Dorsry, and other honest and penniless 
gentlemen with courageous persistence. 


It has always been understood that the 
magnificent scheme of Mr. Hinton Rowan 
HELPER for a railroad from the north pole 
to the Straits of Magellan should cost the 
Government of the United States nothing 
more than an incidental and inexpensive 
spreading over this enterprise the protection 
of the wing of the National Bird. That our 
Gevernment should lend its countenance to 
the work of collecting poems, pictures, 
and essays relating to the inspiring sub- 
ject of railroad-building was deemed 
sufficient for all practical purposes. But 
Mr. HeLPeR memorializes Congress asking 
for a Commissioner who shall be paid $10,- 
000 a year, with an assistant at $3,000 a 
year, both of whom shall be occupied in 
the collection and digestion of information 
relating to the aforementioned scheme. 
This is really asking too much. The orig- 
inator of the project says that it is feasible. 
To prove it, he demands that the Govern- 
ment shall appoint a commission costing 
$13,000 per annum. 


Another bank has been ruined by one of 
its officers, who has been allowed to have 
practical control of its affairs. This time 
it is the City Bank of Rochester that has 
been wrecked, and its President, Mr. C. E. 
Upton, is the unfortunate person who has 
been left to use the bank’s funds (or the de- 
positors’ funds) as his own. Mr. Upron, 
being left to manage the affairs of the bank 
in his own way, put his hands into the 
cash-boxes and used the deposits in 
oil speculations. It is related as a 
touching evidence of the mutability of 
human events, that he might have 
sold out at one time with a profit of 
$500,000. But he held on and was ruined. 
The bank of which he was President was 
ruined wit him, and even a complete sur- 
render of his property, real and personal, 
will not make good the loss sustained by 
that institution. The sum of $350,000 has 
been muddled away by Mr. Upron’s specu- 
lations, and it is uncertain whether any con- 
siderable deduction from this total loss can 
hereafter be made when the assets of the 
defaulting President are turned into cash. 
The melancholy, though not unusual, fea- 
ture of this disaster is that Mr. Upron was 
eminently respectable, and that nobody stood 
higher than he in the community. 


REVISING THE TARIFF REVISION. 

The Committee of Ways and Means is 
overhauling the bill reported by the Tariff 
Commission, with results which may be 
eminently satisfactory to the obstinate pro- 
tectionists who form a majority of its mem- 
bers, but which will certainly not satisfy the 
people. On Tuesday the committee was en- 
gaged with the metals schedule, and 
made some notable changes. Com- 
mencing with copper cement, which 
the commission had placed at 24 cents per 
pound, the committee advanced the rate to 
84 cents, or 40 per cent. over the commis- 
sion’s recommendation. On lead ore, rec- 
ommended by the commission at 1 cent. per 
pound, the committee placed 1} cents per 
pound, which is the present duty, and 
which averaged on the last year’s importa- 
tions reported by the Bureau of Statistics 
92.49 per cent. The present duty is pro- 
hibitory, and the committee evidently 
conclude that the ‘importation of lead 
ores is a crime which the people of the 
United States should be prevented from 
committing. On lead in pigs and bars the 
commission propose a duty of 14 cents per 
pound. The committee has advanced this 
to 2 cents per pound, which is the present 
duty, and which is equivalent to 54.32 per 
cent. The importations amount to about 
4,300,000 pounds a year, and the duties to 
some $86,000. The reduction proposed by 
the commission, supposing importations to 
remain the same, would have cut off, say, 
$20,000 of taxes. The Ways and Means 
Committee consider it their right to pre- 
vent this and to retain the additional 
burden on what is raw material pure and 
simple and cannot be anything else. This is 
their conception of a revision of the tariff. 
On lead in sheets and pipes the committee 
kindly recommend a reduction of the com- 
mission’s rate, 2} cents, to 2 cents per pound. 
This is % cent less than the present duty, 
from which was collected in 1881 the mag- 
nificent sum of $62 93. The committee offer 
a remission of taxation to the amount of 
$19 62 as an offset to the $20,000 which 
they refused to remit. 

On zinc in blocks and pigs the commis- 
sion proposed a duty of 1} cents. The 
committee advanced it to the present rate, 
1} cents per pound, which is equivalent to 
84.19 per cent. The reduction proposed was 
only 16.6 per cent., but the committee re- 
fuse it. On zine in sheets the commission 
proposed 2 cents per pound; the committee 
advanced it to 24 cents per pound, or 11 per 
cent. higher than the present rate, which 1s 
equivalent to 47.5 per cent. On nickel, 
however, the committee reduce the com- 
mission’s rate, 20 cents per pound, 
to 15 cents, one-half the present 
rate, which is equivalent to 87.1 
per cent. This is good as far as 
it goes, but as nickel is strictly a raw ma- 
terial, and a very valuable one for American 
manufactures, there is no sound reason why 
it should not be admitted free. The com- 
mittee also reduced the commission’s rate 
on pocket-knives from 50 per cent., the 
present duty, to 85 per cent., which is in the 
interest of the revenue only, and must in- 
crease importation; but the country would 
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gain much more from a reduction on pure 
raw materials, such as steel, copper, lead, 
and zinc, than from this change. The pres- 
ent duty on white lead, dry or ground 
in oil, is 8 cents per pound, equivalent to 
53.28 per cent. The commission proposed 
a duty of 2 cents per pound, a reduction of 
one-third, leaving the duty at about 34 per 
cent.; the committee advanced the rate, 
after consideration, to 2} cents per pound 
for dry white lead, and to 3 cents—restoring 
the present rate—when ground in oil. This 
also is in the direction of a tax on industry 
and on the cost of living and of doing busi- 
ness. On red lead the commission recom- 
mended a reduction from 8 cents per pound, 
which is prohibitory, to 24.cents. The com- 
mittee rejects the proposal. 

The work of the Tariff Commission is de- 
fective at best. It is by no means so com- 
mendable or satisfactory as it was repre- 
sented to be by the commission itself. But 
the Ways and Means Committee is devoting 
itself to the task of picking out the worst 
features of the commission’s bill and accept- 
ing them, while rejecting most of those which 
are the most liberal. Of the latter we 
have above indicated some striking ex- 
amples. Here are some of the former: 
Sheathing metal is retained at 8 cents per 
pound, equivalent to 25.39 per cent., a duty 
apparently not exorbitant, but in effect pro- 
hibitory, the total importations amounting 
to only some $4,600 for 1881. On Dutch, 
or bronze, metal in leaf, the present duty of 
10 per cent. is retained. On gold-leaf, too, 
the present duty of $1 50 per package is re- 
tained, which also is nearly prohibitory, less 
than $11,000 worth annually being im- 
ported. On copper ores a beggarly reduc- 
tion of 1-6 is proposed from the present 
duty of 3 cents per pound of fine cop- 
per contained in the ores—a_ tax 
of the most unjustifiable character, im- 
posed solely for the benefit of the copper 
mine owners, who have no more need of 
Congressional protection than has Mr. Van- 
DERBILT. On copper regulus and on old 
copper a reduction of 4 from the present 
duty of 4 cents per pound is proposed. On 
needles not for sallieass the present 25 per 
cent, duty is retained. 

Between the disappointing recommenda- 
tions of the commission and the changes in 
the wrong direction made by the Ways and 
Means Committee, the bill which will be 
proposed to the House bids fair to contain 
the smallest possible modicum of reduction 
or reform. Taken as a whole, the bill of the 
commission might have had some chance of 
being reluctantly accepted by the friends of 
tariff reform. That which the committee is 
preparing will not andcan not be accepted 
without severe criticism, and even then only 
as a last resort. The committee has evi- 
dently adopted the desperate and unworthy 
policy of so confusing the whole subject 
and so diminishing even the concessions of 
the commission as to compel a long and 
probably fruitless debate in the House, thus 
securing the retention of the present high 
duties. Despite the danger of this very un- 
fortunate result, the tariff reformers will 
have to expose the false pretenses of the 
committee clearly. If this defeats any re- 
duction at this session, there is the consoling 
certainty that it will lead toa much more 
substantial reduction next year. It is not 
the reformers who will ultimately lose by 
the committee’s inexcusable obstinacy and 
trickery. 


THE REPUBLICAN PLEDGE. 


The Republican Central Committee of 
this City, at its meeting on Tuesday even- 
ing—the last of the committee as at present 
constituted—declined to take any action 
favorable to a modification of the ‘‘iron- 
clad pledge’ of membership in the district 
associations. The subject was brought up 
by an application from the association of 
the Seventh Assembly District for an amend- 
ment of the constitution, striking out the 
pledge to sustain ‘‘all nominations made 
by the Republican Party through its legal- 
ly constituted conventions, called or 
recognized by the Central Committee,”’ 
and to belong to no committee or body which 
does not ‘‘ recognize the authority of the 
association,’’ and substituting for it a pledge 
simply to co-operate honorably with the as- 
sociation, ‘‘to promote and maintain the 
welfare of the Republican Party.’’ Com- 
munications in favor of this change were 
also received from the associations of the 
Third, Eleventh, Twelfth, Twentieth, and 
Twenty-first Districts. This movement for 
a reform in the City organization 
was antagonized by Police Commis- 
sioner Mason in a resolution declar- 
ing that any amendment abolishing or 
materially changing the pledge cf member- 
ship ‘* would be injurious to the welfare of 
the Republican Party, impair its usefulness, 
and be detrimental to the interests of the 
citizens generally.’’ Police Justice Soon 
B. Smiru, while professing to favor the pro- 
posed amendment, moved to lay the whole 
subject on the table, on the ground that the 
constitution could be amended by the action 
of two-thirds of the associations and not 
otherwise, and that there was no propriety 
in discussing the subject in the Central Com- 
mittee. This motion was adopted, and car- 
ried to the table both Mr. Mason’s resolu- 
tion and one offered by Mr. Knox, of the 
Twenty-first District, approving of the 
recommendation of the Seventh District As- 
sociation. 

It is undoubtedly true that the proposed 
change can be made by the associations 
themselves if two-thirds of them shall see 
fit to adopt it, but this by no means re- 
lieved the Central Committee of responsi- 
bility or duty in the premises, A decla- 
ration on its part would have had 
great influence in determining the action 
of some of the associations. It has not 
been itscustom to refrain from recommenda- 
tion when an object was to be attained of 
which it approved. Its refusal to take any 
ground on this question was practically a 
discouragement of the reform movement, 
and was probably intended to have that 
effect, notwithstanding Mr. Smrrna’s pro- 
fessions. There is little reason for suppos- 
ing that the new committee will be more 
favorable to the change than the old one 
bas shown itself, and there is hardly any 
probability that two-thirds of the associa- 
tions will spontaneously take the action 
necessary to effect an amendment of the 
constitution in the manner and spirit pro- 
posed by less thanafourthof them. The 
matter will probably be allowed to drift 
until there is still more conclusive evideace 
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that the organization is utterly impotent to 
hold or direct the voting power of the Re- 


publican Party in the City. 


There is something rather amusing in Mr. 
Mason’s assumption that the welfare and 
usefulness of the party are in the keeping of 
these associations as they are now con- 
stituted and managed. It has been pretty con- 
clusively shown that their authority is of no 
effect outside of their membership, and that 
it is considerably impaired even within their 
own ranks. As nine-tenths of the Repub- 
lican voters of the City do not belong 
to the associations, and the more intelli- 
gent and independent part of the other 
tenth is opposed to this pledge, Mr. Mason 
must be of the opinion that the defense of 
the Republican faith is confided to a select 
few. He contends that the desire to abolish 
or modify the pledge has arisen among 
‘‘people outside of the organization’’ who 
want to get in *‘ without qualifying as real 
Republicans.’’ From this we are to infer 
that the nine-tenths are not real Republicans, 
and have no part or lot in the ‘‘ welfare’’ 
and the ‘‘ usefulness’’ of the party. 

The fact will remain that the nine-tenths 
cannot be deprive@ of the suffrage by the 
‘‘organization”’ or the Central Committee. 
They will continue to cast their due propor- 
tiou of the party vote, while they will per- 
sist in refusing to bind themselves to support 
the candidates of the machine regardless of 
their character. It is pretty generally recog- 
nized that the enormous Democratic majori- 
ty in this State at the last election was due, 
not to a wholesale political conversion of the 
citizens, but to the independent action of 
Republicans. It is also true, if not so 
generally recognized, that every election 
in this State for several years has been de- 
termined by the independent vote, and that 
elections in future years will be determined 
by it. This vote is almost wholly Republi- 
can when the course of the Republican 
Party commends itself to the intelligence 
and conscience of the people, and a pretty 
large proportion of it is to be found in this 
City. The more these independent Repub- 
licans are ‘taken into the organization and 
allowed an influence in shaping its course 
the better will be the chance of suc- 
cess for the regular candidates. It is 
certain that they will not be dra- 
gooned into supportiag nominations 
about which they are not consulted and 
which do not meet their approval. The 
course which the ‘‘organization’’ in this 
City is taking is calculated to narrow its in- 
fluence and paralyze itspower. It threatens 
to change the indifference of the unpledged 
Republicans into actual hostility or con- 
tempt. The 15,000 or 18,000 Republicans 
who accept the pledge may keep hold ofa 
machine of their own, but it will not save 
them from becoming an impotent faction 
without power enough even to compel bar- 
gains with the machine factions of the Dem- 
ocratic Party. 


THE END OF A GREAT SWINDLE. 

The heavy sentences which have been im- 
posed upon the President and manager of 
the Union Générale will recall to hundreds 
ot proud paupers in France bitter memories 
of the financial tempest of last Jaguary, 
which shook the Bourse for days and swept 
away the fortunes of a horde of aristocratic 
speculators. Five years in prison will be a 
dreary and cruel ending for the career of 
the brilliant and venturesome M. Bontoox, 
and quite as grievous for M. Frprr, the 
manager of the concern, whose sins were 
hardly so great as those of his chief. Bon- 
Toux belongs toaclass of extravagant and 
reckless financial jugglers which has its 
representatives in every country. In 
a different way the managers of the 
Crédit Mobilier of America, Baron 
GRANT, and—to compare small things 
with great—Mrs. Hows, the manager of 
that extraordinary institution known as 
the Women’s Bank of Boston, were kite- 
flyers of the Bontoux order. But in the 


| extent of his operations, in the character of 


those who put their trust in him and their 
money in his keeping, and in the wide- 
spread ruin and demoralization resulting 
from the catastrophe in which he went 
down, Bontoux and the Union Générale 
stand unrivaled in the history of panic 
and suspensions. 

The Union Générale was founded in 1878 
with a capital of 25,000,000f. It was from 
the first a great speculating machine rather 
than a legitimate bank, but its list of 
Directors contained the mames of a 
score of titled persons prominent in 
monarchical and _ clerical circles 
of Paris and Rome. Among them 
were the Marquis DE Brencourt, 
the Duc pE Broexrig, Count Rozan, Count 
CHARLES DE VILLERMONT, Prince GrusTavi 
Banpini, the Marquis pt Mereenst, and 
others of similarly aristocratic lineage. M. 
Bontoux, who had been an engineer em- 
ployed in the construction of railways in 
Austria, was made President. The Union 
Générale was recognized as the bank 
of the. Church and _ nobility.» To 
give it a higher standing with 
these classes 1t was set forth in the 
prospectus that ‘‘the founders of the 
Union Générale have obtained the favor of 
a special and autographic benediction of our 
venerated holy father.”’ Fortified with this 
unique spiritual charter the Directors evi- 
dently thought themselves exempt from 
those petty obligations of prudence with 
which mere worldly and unblessed bank- 
ers are hampered. One year after the 
concern was founded it doubled its capital. 
It had then a capital of 50,000, 000f., of which 
only one-fourth was paid up. In Novem- 
ber, 1880, the capital was once more 
doubled. The new shares issued were sold 
at a premium of 175f., and from this source 
the surplus fund of the bank was provided. 
In November, 1881, the stockholders au- 
thorized another issue of 100,000 shares at 
a premium of 350f. Unforeseen circ um- 
stances, however, prevented the issue of 
these shares. The profits of the year’s busi- 
ness were then stated to be 36,000,000f., and 
the surplus of the previous year was set 
down as 25,500,000f. From the premium in 
the new shares a further sum was expected 
to be realized, making what the financial 
managers of the Union Générale called 
a surplus of 97,000,000f. The affairs 
of the bank being in this flattering condi 
tion, M. Bonroux informed the sharehold- 
ers that in lieu of declaring a dividend 
he would pass 75,000,000f. of these profits— 
a large part of which still existed only on 
paper—to their credit, and would hence- 
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forth consider their shares fully paid up. 
Probably no bank’s capital was ever made 


up in that way before, 


But the Union Générale had a wonderful | 
career. The years 1880 and 1881 were re- 
markable for the outbreak of a wiid mania 
for speculation all over the Continent. In 
France the titled folk were seized with it, 
and from the Comte pz CHAmBorD down, 
they made the Union Générale the trusted 
agent of their ventures. On the 31st of De- 
cember, 1881, its deposits amounted to over 
100,000,000f. These deposits were mostly 
on long time, and in the endeavor to pay 
interest upon them M. Bonvroux entered into 
some of the riskiest of speculations. He 
dealt heavily and recklessly in Suez and 
other shares on the Bourse; he undertook 


railway operations of ‘great magnitude in 
Austria and Servia; he started branch- 
es of the Union Générale in Lyons 
and elsewhere, and finally he gam- 
bled in the most daring fashion with 
the shares of his own bank. This was 
necessary in order to keep up the policy of 
issuing new shares once a year in order that 
the bank might profit by the heavy premi- 
ums. Through his bold dealing in these 
shares, which hada par value of 500f., they 
were run up to 3,500f., and people marveled 
at the astonishing prosperity of the bank 
and hastened to put their money into its 
keeping. 

From this dizzy height the Union Générale 
shares fell one day in January some 800f. 
On succeeding days there was a further fall, 
and presently the wildest panic reigned in 
every financial centre in Europe. The first 
whisper of coming trouble was on Jan. 17. 
In @ very short time it was evi- 
dent that the Union Générale must 
godown. The official suspension took place 
on Jan. 30. The next day it was rumored 
that there had been criminal mismanage- 
ment of its affairs. On Feb. 2 M. Bon- 
roux and M. Frprer were arrested on a 
charge of swindling, and, being denied bail, 
were sent tothe Mazas Prison. This was a 
terrible shock to the proud and pious pa- 
trons of the bank, but their great losses over- 
came their pity for Bonroux. The ex- 
amination of the books and _ vaults 
showed that the strong boxes supposed to 
contain the bank’s specie were empty, and 
that at the time when Bonroox stated that 
the profits were 57,000,000f. there was 
really a deficit of 96,000,000f. The debts of 
the concern were over 114,000,000f., and the 
assets were so insignificant that to most of 
the depositors the lozs meant absolute ruin. 
For weeks after the suspension men and wom- 
en of noble birth and Catholic proclivities 
were shooting and drowning themselves in 
Paris, Vienna, Lyons, and Frankfort. 
Among the suicides was the Marquis DE 
Jocas, who lost 600,000f. M. Rouzavp, 
husband of Mme. Niisson. was crazed 
by his losses. The Comte pz CHAMBORD 
was a heavy loser, and the holy father him- 
self was, with most unnatural ingratitude, 
repaid for his valuable benediction by losing a 
considerable amount of Peter’s pence. The 
brokers who operate outside the Bourse 
were mowed down in swaths by the failure, 
and for two weeks it was feared that the 
catastrophe would bring on a general crisis. 
Fortunately, it was, in the main, confined 
to persons and banks whose chief business 
was pure gambling. But the blue-blooded 
patrons of M. Bonrovux will never forget 
or forgive him for the ruin he brought upon 
them. 





THH JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 

The loss of the Jeanntte has proved a 
fruitful topic to those peculiar people who 
are always searching for some element of 


baseness in the most heroic actions. They 
have already arrived at the conclusion that 
Mr. BENNETT selected an unseaworthy ves- 
sel for his polar expedition, with the malign 
hope of drowning every one on board her, 
and that her commander, the gallant Dz 
Lon@, was an incapable person who sacri- 
ficed the lives of his companions to his own 
ignorance and obstinacy. 

The 7ribune has been foremost in assert- 
ing that the Jeannetfe was unfit for arctic 
exploration. Nothing except the extreme 
malignity of Mr. BENNET?’s nature can ex- 
plain his selection of such a vessel. When 
he proposed to fit an expedition it might 
have been supposed that he wished the ex- 
pedition to be successful, and that he would 
do what lay in his power to make it success- 
ful by selecting the best attainable ship. He 
did select a ship that had already 
made several arctic voyages and was 
believed to be admirably adapted for 
that purpose. She was caught in the ice 
and crushed by a pressure that would un- 
questionably have crushed any vessel that 
ever has been or ever will be built. There 
is a United States Naval Constructor who, to 
the great joy of the Z7ibune, asserts that the 
Jeannette was not properly constructed, and 
that her loss was due to that fact. Proba- 
bly this eminent authority thinks that only 
vessels like the Miantonomoh, constructed 
from plans prepared by Naval Con- 
structors, are fit for sea. When we 
remember the vessels that Naval Constructors 
have furnished us with during the last 
eight or ten years, it is very evident that the 
Jeannetle, which could both keep afloat and 
steam fast enough to keep steerage way in her, 
was a very different sort of vessel, and.could 
not have been expected to meet the approval 
of a Naval Constructor. In the face of testi- 
mony like this, who can doubt that Mr. 
BENNETT deliberately selected a wretched, 
crazy ship for the express purpose of trying 
to drown the members of the expedition ? 

The unfitness of De Lona to command 
the expedition was set forth at some length 
the other day by a Russian, who apparently 
found an appreciative listener in Senator 
Jones. This Russian said that De Lone 
took no shot-guns with him, and hence 
could not procure game; that he had no 
fishing tackle, and hence could not catch 
fish, and that he killed his dogs, instead of 
using them to discover the vast deposits of 
surplus bear’s meat which the Siberian hunt- 
ers are in the habit of concealing in the 
snow. : Any one of these errors would prob- 
ably have cost the party their lives, but the 
death by starvation of Ds Lone and his 
companions was rendered absolutely certain 
when that incompetent officer left the ship 
without taking with him shot-guns and fish- 
ing tackle and added to these blunders by 
killing his dogs. 

These accusations would perhaps be 
worthy of more consideration than they now 
deserve were there any truth intnaem. The 


facts are that the party was well supplied 
with shot-guns, as is proved by the testimony, 
among others, of Prof. Newcoms. There 
was, however, so little game in the delta of 
the Lena that guns were nearly useless. 
ALEXEY, the hunter, occasionally managed 
to find a few birds, but the whole region 
was almost destitute of animal life. 

Fishing tackle was taken, as a matter of 
course, for it is simply absurd to suppose 
that Ds Lone, who knew from the begin- 
ning of the voyage that thé chances were 
that he would have to desert the ship, did 
not make full preparations for such a con- 
tingency. In De Lone’s pocket was found 
a supply of fish-hooks amply sufficient for 
the whole party, had fish been abundant. 


There were, however, very few fish in the 


waters in the neighborhood of which the 
shipwrecked explorers marched. When 
Noros and his companion were foriunate 
enough to meet a party of natives, all the 
food that he could obtain was a little rotten 
fish. Had fish been abundant, the natives 
themselves would not have been short of 
food, and we may be morally certain that 
De Lone and his companions would not 
have starved. 


The dogs were killed because there was 
no food for them. The theory that Northern 
Siberia—where polar bears are very rare—is 
studded with caches ot bear’s meat is stark 
nonsense. The dogs were of no use to the 
shipwrecked men except as food, and they 
could be kept alive only by giving them the 
food that would otherwise have prolonged 
the lives of the men. In these circum- 
stances the dogs were killed, and there can 
be no possible question as to the wisdom of 
the act. 


No unprejudiced man can read the testi- 
mony of the survivors of the Jeannette 
without the conviction that De Lone was 
not only a man of rare heroism, but a most 
thoroughly admirable officer. It is unfor- 
tunately true that there was some difficulty 
between Dr Lone and Mr. Couiins. So 
far as can be learned, this was due to the 
fact that Mr. Coturns did not fully appre- 
ciate the necessities of naval discipline. 
There appears to have been an unwilling- 
ness on his part to conform to certain sani- 
tary measures adopted by De Lone, but the 
remarkable fact that the expedition was en- 
tirely free from scurvy will lead most peo- 
ple to believe that the sanitary regulations 
of the ship were exceptionally wise. 


There is not a civilized nation where Dz 
Lone’s name is not held in honor—except 
the United States. Among his countrymen 
there are afew who are apparently anxious 
if possible to tarnish his fame. Their ef- 
forts, however, will produce little effect 
upon the public, for the testimony as to Dz 
Lone’s eminent fitness for his post is sim- 
ply overwhelming. 





The heart of Europe, which stood still 
fora moment in deadly fear, has now re- 
sumed the measured rhythm of its normal 
pulsation. There is to be no war—at least 
not this Winter. Mysterious movements of 
Russian troops on the Galician frontier oc- 
curring simultaneously with the pub- 
lication of hostile articles in the St. 
Petersburg press had led certain excitable 
Austrian and German editors to suppose 
that the Slav was about to swoop down upon 
the Teuton. The stock markets felt the 
chill and so-called values shrank. The Ber- 
lin and Vienna correspondents of the Lon- 
don newspapers joined in the cry, and the 
situation became really grave—on paper. 
But Bismarck has suddenly quelled the 
rising storm by calling attention to the re- 
newal of the defensive alliance of Ger- 
many and Austria, and one of his 
newspapers now declares that, instead 
of quitting Varzin in a sullen and angry 
mood, M. pe Grers parted from the Iron 
Chancellor with the most cordial expres- 
sions of good will and bore to his imperial 
master the tenderest. assurances of friend- 
ship. If they continue to come up with 
such frequency and in such violent disre- 
gard of national probabilities, these war 
panics on the Continent will cease even to 
be amusing. There will certainly be no war 
there until Germany and Austria wish for 
one, for their alliance is a guarantee of 
peace so long as it continues to be purely 
defensive. 





In every decree of absolute divorce granted 
in this State there is a clause inserted prohibiting 
the person against whom the decree is granted 
from marrying again during the life-time of the 
other party te the suit. It would ordinarily be 
assumed that this clause means what it says, but 
the Legislature has destroyed the possibility of 
this assumption by making a law which enables a 
guilty divorced person to regain the right to marry 
during the life-time of the other party by proving 
a moral life for seven years following the date of 
the decree. What effect, then, has the prohibitory 
clause? It would be hard to answer this question. 
The courts are yet in doubt about it. The Court 
of Appeals has not passed upon it. Inthe case of 
MARSHALL against Marsnaut the General Term of 
the Supreme Court of this district held that a mar- 
riage contracted outside of this State, in defiance of 
a prohibition pronounced here, was invalid here. 
Judge DANIELS wrotera strong dissenting opinion, 
and, in the case of Kerrison against Kerrtson, 
Judge MacomsBer chose to follow him and enforce 
his arguments and conclusions. But Judge Ma- 
COMBER’s remarks were mere expressions of indi- 
vidual opinion. His decision that the marriage under 
his consideration should not be annulled was 
based upon the fact that the plaintiff left this 
State yoluntarily to assist the defendant in violat- 
ing the prohibition against him, and, therefore, 
should receive no aid from the court to which 
she had applied, but should be left in the position 
in which she had willingly placed herself. Next, 
Govutp M. Toorps sued fora divorce from Laura 
M. Tuorpe. in the Superior Court. It was shown 
that Toorre’s first wife procured a divorce from 
him here, and that he went to Pennsylvania to 
marry the woman whom he was suing. His com- 
plaint was dismissed on the ground that he had 
no standing in court. This case is now pending in 
the Court of Appeals. The opinion in MarsHaLu 
against MARSHALL, therefore, yet stands, and until 
it is overruled the general public must assume 
that a marriage in contravention of a prohibition 
ofacourtof this State is invalid here. Yet the 
Court of Appeals has distinctly recognized the 
validity of such a marriage in the State where it 
was contracted, and has decreed the legitimacy of 
the issue ef suck a marriage. The next question 
which arises is, What offense does a person com- 
mit who, having been divorced in this State and 
commanded not to marry again, boldly disobeys 
the mandate of the courtin the very place where 
it was uttered? Is the offense a mere contempt of 
court or is it bigamy? In the Court of General 
Sessions, the other day, Judge GrLDERSLEEVE held 
that itis bigamy, and having directed the jury to 
find the culprit guilty, he sentenced him to State 
prison for five years. Appeal has already been 
taken, and the case, itis to be hoped, will be car- 
ried to the Court of Appeals. By the settlement of 
the question involved in it, and also of the ques- 
tionin the Thorpe case, the divorce laws of this 
State will be putinto such a condition of certainty 
that the fact may be ascertained from them 
wheather anv further. and if so what. legislation is 


needed to make them perfect in theory and igi 
operation. 
ne 

Several of the law journals are very earnest« 
ly advocating the plan that each Judge of the 
various higher courts should have the aid of a pri- 
vate secretary or clerk skilled in stenography, and 
having a general acquaintance with law, to assis{ 
him in collating authorities and writing opinions, 
No doubt many of the Judges have too much to 
do, if the crowded state of the court calendars ig 
any indication. And ao doubt stenography is 
adapted to save what one of the journals describes 
as “‘the slavish labor and exhausting toil which is 
involved in the mere mechanical writing of opin- 
ions.” The expense, whatever it might be, of 
supplying the Judges with skilled clerical aid ought 
not to stand in the way if the plan were otherwise 
unobjectionable. But we imagine that the gen- 
eral public would be distrustful of decisions which! 
were materially aided in preparation by secretaries.) 
There would be a fear that skillful counsel would 


find ways to get suggestions before a Judge througn 
his secretary, and a doubt whether an intended 
decision might not be made known in advance to 
an interested party by the same ehannel. Years 
ago, after a difficult question had been argued be- 
fore a full bench, the Chief-Justies took it home 
for decision, but, being undecided, he wrote two 
opinions—one on each side of the question. He 
gave one tohis wife to copy, and sent her tran- 
script, with the other in his own hand, to an asso« 
ciate, saying: ‘‘Dear Judge: I send you my 
opinion and Mrs. C. J.’s; which do you prefer?’ 
The associate, to keep up the joke, answered: “I 
concur with Mrs. C. J.,” and thus a deeision was 
reached. This is not a way to satisfy defeated 
suitors. The general public would demand very’ 
substantial guarantees that intervention of as- 
sistants in writing Judges’ opinions should neither’ 
sway nor betray the decision. Meantime, the 
Judges themselves can greatly diminish this branch: 
of their labors by writing shorter opinions. The, 
reports abound with lengthy dissertations on prin- 
ciples which are well established and might be as« 
sumed aselementary. It is said that Chancellor 
Kent introduced the practice of written opinions. 
If so, he has much to answer for. Not half the 
laberious essay-writing in the average books of, 
reports serves any important purpose. 
at 

A number of recent robberies by sneak-’ 
thieves in this City and Brooklyn, and it may} 
be oneor two burglaries as well, are to be directly, 
traced to a habit among careless or ignorant ser 
vant gicis of admitting to the houses of their em. 
ployers plausible strangers who come for no good 
purpose. One of the favorite tricks of this class of 
gentry is to declare at the door of the residence 
they would enter that they have been sent by this: 
or that firm “to regulate the clock in the dining< 
room,” or it may be “to fix the sewing-machine,”4 
or ‘*to look after the water-pipes on the second 
floor.” One bold rascal a day or two ago even 
went to the length of declaring that he had beer 
sent “to take away a_ gas-fixture in thd 
parlor,” and it was only by the care 
of a servant, the entire family being 
out, that he was prevented from carrying 
off property which could not be replaeed for sev« 
eral hundred dollars. He was fully equipped with 
the tools necessary to do the job, and had all the 
appearance of being « respectable workman, yet 
no one connected with the house had given any. 
order for the removal of gas-fixtures. It is not 
amiss to add that he pretended to be from the 
store of the largest and most widely known jewel- 
ry, bronze, and bric-a-brac dealers in the City, but 
a firm which does not deal in gas-fixtures. It is 
suggested that the danger from such pretended 
workmen, who are in reality sneak-thieves, would 
be greatly lessened if all dealers in household fur-, 
niture, ornaments, and the like, and those who. 
make it 2 business to repair such articles, would 
give to their workmen and representatives some. 
proper and not to be counterfeited credentials. It, 
would then become possible for housekeepers to, 
instruct their servants toadmit no workman with-| 
out such a passport.

It would be hard to find a commercial clas# 
which has had so long a career of unbroken 
success as the English brewers. Their rise began 
about 1700. Previous to that time the gread 
majority of the people brewed at home, and to 
this day the brew-house is prominent in the offices 
of large English country houses. In London 
this could only be done by the rich, and therefora 
the brewing trade rapidly extended’ there, and 
early in the last century the firm, still at the head 
of the trade, of which Jonnson’s friend THrata 
ultimately became chief began to grow wealthy. 
TuraLe had as much as $100,000 a year, equiva 
lent to half as much again in purchasing 
power to-day, and, according to Torna 
BEAUCLERK, JOHNSON, THRALE’s Executor, 
strode about saying, anent the sale of 
THRALE’s share: “Itis not mere vats and barrels 
of which we have to dispose, but the potentiality 
of growing rich beyond the dreams of avarice,” 
and, indeed, there was truth in this magnilk 
oquent ‘“‘Johnsonese.”” More vast and stable 
fortunes have been accumulated out of vats and 
barrels in England and Ireland than out of aught 
else. THACKERAY recognized the weight of this 
element in the social scale when he introduced 
the Fokers. It is a remarkable fact, which wa 
invite the teetotalers to explain, that the majority’ 
of the British beer-makers have been exception< 
ally pious and proper people. WHITBREAD 
was the coadjutor of WuitBeRForce, and 
foremost in every good work, his family 
being brought up in_ strictly evangelical 
lines. It was the same with Mr. Fowein 
Buxtow, and Mr. THRALE, too, seems to have been 
a man of quite an elevated type. Again, in Ireland 
the Gurxness family are people of unexceptionable 
standing. Itis rather strange that in this country 
the brewers have never as yet taken at all the so« 
cial or commercial position that they oecupy in 
England, although some of them are very rich, if 
not to be compared with the magnates on the 
other side. The Burten-on-Trent grandees are of 
much mere modern fame than their London breth- 
ren. Although Burton-on-Trent has tor centurieq 
been “ beery,” the Basses and Atsopps chiefly owe 
to steam their fame as household words “from 
Greenland’sicy mountains to India’s coral strand,” 
&c. It was a London brewer, Aszot, of Bow, 
who first hit upon the clever idea of sending bot« 
tled ** pale ale”’ to India, and Bass before long took 
the lion’s share of this lucrative trade. But it 
seems to have seen its best days. Anglo-Indiang 
have found of late that claret and Pilsner beer 
suit their livers better, and, besides, Indian brew-: 
eries are beginning to do a great business. Hera 
again lager is cutting into Bass, and Bass & Are 
sorry, with that ebstinate stolidity peculiar to Brit. 
ish traders, refuse to recognize a change in taste 
by suiting themselves to it and brewing a lager 
Bass.

MISS LATHROP DECLARED SANE.

JUDGE BARNARD ORDERS HER DISCHARGE 
FROM THE UTICA ASYLUM. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Dec. 20.—The hearing in the 
@ase of Miss Clara C. Lathrop, of Rochester, al- 
leged to be wrongfully detained in the Utica Asy- 
lum on the ground of insanity, was resumed before 
Justice Joseph F. Barnard this mornine. J. B. 
Silkman, of Yonkers, appeared for Miss Lathrop, 
and Dr. Brush, of the Utica Asylum, was pres- 
ent. Judge Barnard read the certificates of 
the physicians upon which Miss Lathfop was placed 
jn the Utiea Asylum, and said te Mr. Silkman: 
“Those papers are sufficient to hold her; now 
what have you to say?’ Mr. Silkman looked over 
some papers, and said he had a great deal to read 
to the court, when Judge Barnard replied: ‘No; 
no. You must exhibit the characteristics of this 
lady’s mind.” Miss Lathrop was then sworn. 


She testified that she entered the Utica Asylum 
Oct. 19, 1880, and that Drs. Hurd and Nefus signed 
the certificate. She said they did not examine 
her as to any menial ailment or disorder. Judge 
Barnard asked her if, before that time, anybody 
tried to poison her. She replied that she could not 
say, but she did — it and took medicine to 
counteract the effects, 

Judge Barnard—You don’t think they tried to 
poison you? 

Miss Lathrop—No, Sir. 

Judge Barnard—Who then? 

Miss Lathrop—A lady in the house. 

Judge Barnard—What’s her name ? 

Miss Lathrop—I suspected a Miss Hammond and 
possibly the servant girl. 

Judge Barnard—Did you ever suspect your 
mother or sister? 

Miss Lathrop—Never. 
charge. 

» Judge Barnard—You read your mother’s letter 
to me. 

Miss Lathrop—Yes, Sir. The statements in it are 
not correct. They must have been made by out- 
side parties. She said that before she went to the 
asylum she had one or two fits of sickness and suf- 
fered great agonies and indulged in electric treat- 
ment and vapor baths. After she entered the 
asylum she did not experience such a sickness. 

udge Barnard asked her if she had been in the 
habit of leaving home without leave. She replied, 
only once, and that was after her violent illness. 

Judge Barnard—That letter says you went away 
habitually. *° 

Miss Lathrop—Thkat is erroneous. 

Judge Barnard—Didn’t you leave homes often 
‘without your mother’s leave? 

_ Miss Lathrop—I did that time. 
‘Mr. Angle’s office. 

| “ Why did you go there?’ ‘‘I supposed he was 
afnend. He was a gentleman I consulted in re- 
gard to the poison.” 

* Did he tell you you were all out of your head— 
that it was a delusion?’ ‘He said something in 
the evening about the asylum.” 

“What did you do tor a living?” ‘“ Taught 
school.” 

Judge Barnard next asked her about a married 
man in Brooklyn whom she wanted to marry. She 
said when she first met the man alluded to she be- 
lieved his wife was dead. In reply to Dr. Bush, of 
the Utica Asylum, Miss Lathrop said her first sick- 
pess was in 1880. While in the asylum she was not 
suspicious of the doctors. At this point Judge 
Barnard said he saw no lack of reason on the part 
of the witness, and ordered her discharge from the 
ssylum.

“‘ SEMIRAMIDE.” 


A TRIUMPH FOR SCALCHI AND PATTI. 

Rossini’s opera, “*Semiramide,’’ has not 
been as well known in this country as its intrinsic 
merits deserve. The last time it was heard in 
New-York was in the season of 1876, when anin- 
ferior company gave a single representation of it. 
It contains some of the best of Rossini’s ef- 
forts, and in the hands of capable attists who 
ean sing florid music, and in the cantabile 
style (an art which has well-nigh passed into a tra- 
dition) it is a most effective and delightful work. 
The genius of the pure Italian school, demand- 
ing on the part of the artists the method which 
is to-day illustrated by a mere handful of promi- 
nent singers, finds expression in this tune- 
ful, melodious opera. It is a matter of re- 
gret that it has not been heard before this 
season, and that it will not be heard again till the 
return of Mr. Mapleson’s company in the Spring. 
It is something of a task to speak with calmness of 
the superb performance it received last night. It 
was, without question, beyond anything Mr. Ma- 
pleson has given us, and if it could be repeated 
would attract every one who was present on the 
occasion and all their friends and acquaint- 
ances. It was put on the stage in gen- 
erous style, the orchestra and _ chorus, 
thanks to Signor Arditi, left nothing to be 
desired, and reviewing the performances of the 
past 25 years it may be safely said that nothing to 
equal it has been played in New-York, and it is not 
likely that anything better will again be heard by 
any of the audience who enjoyed the supreme de- 
light of witnessing the representation of last even- 





ing. Mme. Patti sang the rdle of Semir- 
amide in grand style. She was in per- 
fect voice and gave her utmost’ exertion 


to make the opera a success. It is a matter 
of fact, whieh is not generally known, that Ros- 
sini was so much pleased with Mme. Patti’s per- 
formance in Parisin the season of 1864-5 that he 
rewrote several of the numbers expressly for her, 
introducing fioriture and embellishments adapted 
to her limpid voice and delicate, bird-like execu- 
tion. These changes in the score have never been 
published im the editions of the opera possessed by 
other artists. and are priceless treasures held by 
Mme. Patti alone. Her singing was, without doubt, 
the best she has ever given in this country. It was 
the perfection of vocal art, brilliant, perfectly fin- 
ished in every detail, and with the addition of 
dramatic action that made the performance unique. 
Not only in her solos, but in the concerted music 
and the beautiful duets with Arsaco, notably the 
“Giorno d’Orrore,” she was simply perfect. Signor 
Clodie was surprisingly good as Idreno, and, catch- 
ing the spirit of the occasion, sang as he has never 
done before, and M.Durat made an excellent Assur, 
spirited and vigorous in the delivery of his music 
and highly effective in his action. Signori Monti 
and Costa did their work well and added to the 
perfection of the ensemble. Notwithstanding all 
this merit there is no question that the grand tri- 
fumph of the evening was won by Mme. Sofia 
Scalchi as Arsace. She came as a_ surprise, 
but she hada not been on the stage five 
minutes before she had_ established her 
position and dominated the performance. 
Since Alboni there has been no such contralto list- 
ened to in this country. Her voice is of beautiful, 
sympathetic quality, powerful and rich, and of 
equal force throughout. She sings with ease and 
confidence, in perfect tune, and with the grand 
style of a great artist. It was a revelation to 
the audience to hear her pour out the noble tones 
rom her throat as naturally as one would talk, 
and it was impossible far the expressions of en- 
thusiasm to be restrained. Itis not in the recol- 
lection of any one here that an artist bas so in- 
stantly achieved fame as did Mme. Scalchi last 


night—not the mere thoughtless applause 
that follows a tour de force, but the sin- 
cere admiration alike of cognoscenti and the 


uneducated listener, who ‘felt that they were 
in the presence of a musical genius and a singer of 
extraordinary dramatic power. There was not 
one single point from first to last in which Mme. 
Scalchi failed to give an ideal illustration of the 
character, and the storm of genuine applause 
which she received attested how powerful was the 
impression she made. All previous shortcomings 
of the management may be forgotten in the ex- 
pression of gratitude at the opportunity afforded 
to hear this magnificent artiste. Our rural 
friends, who will have the chance to see her 
now that she has recovered from the sickness 
that made her appearance impossible at an 
earlier date, are to be envied, and we in 
New-York will await with eagerness the return of 
one of the greatest ornaments of the lyric stage. 
The audience was a large one, and contained a 
number of prominent persons, including Gov. Cor- 
nell and ex-Senator Blaine.

COOPER DECLARED SANE. 


WHE 8HERIFF’S JURY FIND HIM COMPETENT 


TO ATTEND TO HIS BUSINESS. 
Henry Prouse Cooper was declared by a 
Sheriff's jury last night to be a sane man and com- 


Petent to manage his estate. The inquiry, of which 


this verdict is the result, was finished, so far as the 
taking of testimony was concerned, about 5:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Witnesses for Cooper 
‘were the only ones examined during the day's ses- 
Bion. The first was Dr. Hiram Eday, of Jersey 
City, who testified that he had examined Cooper, 


bad found no symptoms of paresis about him, and 


’  ‘Wasof the opinion thathe wasasane man. Drs. 
dolf Tousezky ana John C. Hannon, who testi- 
fied in Cooper’s tavor on Monday, underwent cross- 
examination, and then Mr. H. C. Page testified that 
he had known Cooper for years, and kad never 
seen anything in his conduct to indicate that he 
wasinsane. At the conclusion of the testimony 
Mr. Thomas H. Stillman, of counsel for Mrs. 
Cooper, asked foran adjournment to enable him 
to prepare for summing up the case by reading the 
testimony of Mr. Cooper at the last. session, which 
Mr. Stillman did not attena. The jurors objected 
to having the inquiry further protracted, but 
finally a compromise was effected. and an 
adjournment was taken to afford Mr. Stillman an 
©pportuity to read Mr. Cooper's testimony. The 
use was summed up for Mr. Cooper by Mr. E. L. 
‘Abbett, who said that there was a startling dis- 
crepancy between the evidence presented by the 
respondents, and their promises of proof that his 
client was insane. The trouble, and the whole 
trouble. he said, was that Cooper, under the spur 
of constant annoyance from his wife and rela- 
tives, had done things:the impropriety of which 
he admitted, and advantage of which had been 
taken to deprive him of his liberty and the con- 
trol of his property. Mr. Stillman argued that the 
roof was positive that Mr. Cooper was insane. 
No better evidence of this coula be procured than 
Cooper's flippant speeches while on the witness 
stand facing a grave danger. Mr. Stillman in- 
eer: that Mrs. Cooper had been actuated by the 
st Of motives in seeking te have her husband 
restrained—motives springing out of a mother’s 
desire to care for her children, whose welfare was 
threatened, and of a loving wife’s anxiety to save 
her husband from harm. 
The Commissioners did not charge the jurors, 
nd gave the case into their hands at 7:05 o'clock. 
© jurors deliberated until 8:30 o’clock, and then 
announeed the verdict that Cooper was sane. Drs. 
‘A. E. MacDonald and Hamilton, two of the six ex- 
perts who testified that Cooper was suffering from 
general paresis, smiled at one another, and looked 
ityingly at the jurors when they heard the verdict. 
‘ooper was not in the court-room when Mr. A. H. 
Cardozo, who acted as clork of the jury, read the 
‘verdict. He was called before the Commissioners, 
and Commissioner Auerbach informed him that he 
must remain in the custody of the Sheriff until a 
formal order discharging him had been made by 
2 Judge of the Supreme Court, upon the basis of 
the inquisition. He answered that he was 
contented, and thanked the Commissioners and 
urors.

A fermal 
and final ballot suowed 19 votes in Cooper’s favor 
to 3 against him. The costs of the inquiry to de- 
termine his sanity are stated at $2,000 for the Com- 
missioners’ and jurors’ fees alone, and this sum 
must come out of Mr. Cooper’s estate. It is said 
that a claim for $3,000 has been made against his 
estate by the Pinkertons for detective services ren- 
dered by them in watching him at the request of 
his wife and other relatives. 
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THE FIRST DAY OF SKATING. 
THE CENTRAL PARK LAKE CROWDED WITH 


SKATERS YESTERDAY. 


. Five flags were simultaneously flung from 
q five different flag-staffs at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning, which gave juvenile New-York great 
Satisfaction. These five banners bore each the em- 
blem of a blood-red ball, which signified that the 


ice in the Central Park lake was at last ready for 
skating. From the menagerie building, at Fifth- 
avenue and Sixty-fourth-street, the site of old 
Mount St. Vincent, at the northern boundary of 
the Park; the skating-house at the lake, the Belve- 
Rere, at One Hundred and Tenth-street, and the 
Park Commissioner's building, at Sixteenth-street 
gud Fourth-avenue, the signals were shown. Be- 
fore 9:30 boys and girls began to arrive at the lake 
by the hundreds, where skates were at once put on 
pnd the sport of the first day’s skating was heartily 
entered into. The number of skaters grew larger 
each moment, and in the afternoon ladies and gen- 
‘tlemen began to join the throng on the ice, which 
increased until several thousand of the steel-shod 
‘pleasure-seekers were gliding about, falling down 
and getting up, and otherwise enjoying them- 
selves. The mass of skaters was as hetero- 
geneous as it usually is at Central Park. There 
‘were little boys and girls, with nurses in waiting 
on the banks of the lake, who wore the latest “ all 
clamp” skate of polished steel; there were little 
amins attired in their father’s trousers and their big 
cao. coats, who skated on odd and rusty run- 
‘nors, which were tied on with strings; there were 
young men of the genus ‘‘swell,” and young men of 
the genus “ tough ;”’ there were pretty little school- 
girls in short dresses, who sbrieked enchantingly 
‘when they first ventured on to the ice; there was 
the fat man, who frequently sat down and trac- 
tured the ice,and as frequently arose again to 
glide away with dignified unconcern; there 
Was the expert who cut circles and fig- 
ures on the ice before an admiring audience; 
end last, but not Jeast, there were eight policemen, 
who kept the throug in order and prevented too 
adventurous juveniles from making experiments 
near the danger posts. The ice was in very fair 
condition from before the terrace and around the 
bend under Bow Bridge to a line from Hernshead 
Point to Gill Bay. along which the danger posts 
wereplaced. Several hundred spectators lined the 
paths along the banks of the lake, and the Terrace 
and Bow Bridge were also crowded with interested 
lookers-on.

THE NEW GERMANY. 
PRESIDENT ANDREW D. WHITE’S THOUGHTS 
ABOUT GERMANY AND ITS PEOPLE. 


The Hon. Andrew D, White, President of 


Cornell University and late United States Minister 
to Germany, lectured in Chickering Hall last even- 
ing before the American Geographical Society. 
His subject was ‘‘The New Germany.” Prof. 
White was introduced by Judge Charles P. Daly, 


and he spoke for about an hour and a half, giving 
an interesting and instructive acccunt of the rise 
and development of the German Empire, its po- 


litical, military, social, and educational methods, 
the characteristics of its Emperor and Chancellor, 
and the customs of its people. The lecturer re- 
garded the Parliament of the new empire 
as one of the best deliberative bodies 
in existence, The speeches made there, he 
said, were of moderate length and to the 
point. There was nothing of that tumbling 
heedlessness seen in some bodies nearer home. 
“Tho most striking thingin the German Parlia- 
ment,” said Prof. White, “is the position of the 
Chancellor, Prince Bismarck. Defiant as has been 
his attitude toward the Parliament, it is not just to 
regard his course as the result of a despotic whim. 
Bismarck's refusal to conform to the English con- 
stitutional system seems to me to have in it mueh 
of right. Though this system works well in Eng- 


land, it does not do so on the Continent.” The two 
greatest characteristics of the Emperor William 
are his keennessin discerning men of talent and 
his firmness in supporting them. No man bas done 
s0 much by his character and actions to turn the 
tide of democracy as the present German Emperor. 


In treating of the intellectual development of the 


empire, Prof. White spoke particularly of publio 


instruction. In this the points most worthy of note, 


he said, were the high negara in which the teach- 
er’s vocation is held, t 
cbgeent 4 instruction, the great number and admira- 


@ thoroughness of the 


le equipment of the secondary schools, the few- 
ness and eminence of the universities, the free 
and unsectarian character of the whole system, the 
diffusion of resources for the lower education and 
the concentration of resources for the higher. The 
speaker said: '* Germany points out to us the path 
out of ourown educational chaos, and the lesson 
which she seems to teach us is this: Let the public 
school system be continued as we have it now. 
Let there be next ap intermediate collegiate educa- 
tion, taking the pupils at the highest grade where 
the public schools leave them, and carrying them 
on through the first two years of the existing col- 
lege and university courses. Finally let 20 or 30 of 
the largest and best-endowed existing uni- 
versities receive young men fromthe colleges for 
the most advanced instruction—techniecal, seien- 
tific, literary, professional. Thus, and thus alone, 
can our education be made worthy of our coun- 
try.”’ With regara to the religious and moral con- 
dition of Germany, the speaker maintained that, 
although there was probably no nation on earth 
where the great body of men were so indifferent to 
creeds and formulas, there was no country which 
at heart was more reverent toward God or more 
keenly alive to the ideaoft duty. There was no 
country where family life was more sweet and 
pure than in Germany. and no other country in 
which drunkenness, ruftianism, and crime were tess 
common. In conclusion, Mr. White spoke of the 
pleasant diplomatic relations existing between 
Germany and the United States, and summed up 
the reasons, historical and geographical, for ex- 
pecting a great future for the new empire,

THE CITY OF BERLIN IN PORT. 
HER SISTER SHIP, CITY OF CHESTER, BRINGS 


HER IN. 


The steam-ship City of Berlin, of the Inman 
Line, with the City of Chester, of the same line, in 
tow, arrived off Sandy Hook at 7 o’cloek yesterday 
morning. The Berlin had lost her rudder and rud- 
der-post, and was using the Chester as a drag to 
keep her head up to thesea. The City of Berlin 
left this port for Liverpool on Dec. 9, and met with 
considerable rough weather, during which a great 
strain was thrown upon her rudder. At mid- 
night on Tuesday, the 12th, the vessel failed 


to answer her helm, and it was found that the 
rudder and rudder-post had broken off near the 
water-mark. The sea was heavy at the time, and 
the Berlin lay at the mercy of the waves which 
dashed over her fore and aft. The steam-ship was 
finally brought about with her head to the sea, 


-which came from the westward. She wag then on 


the banks of Newfoundland, about 900 miles from 
Sandy Hook. For nearly 48 hours she headed to 
the westward and steamed slowly. Although the 
weather was rough and she was without the aid 
of a rudder, she did not broach to dur- 
ing this time. Shortly after midnight of 
Thursday the City of Chester came up and was 
signaled. The latter layto until daybreak, when 
the sea was more faverabie, and the Chestor 
drifted up to a point just astern of her. Boats 
were lowered from both steam-ships ard steel 
hawsers several hundred feet long were made 
fast to chains projecting from the stern of 
the Berlin and the bows of the Chester. At 10 
o’clovk last Friday morning the vessels started 
up. The stern of the Berlin would swing 
out of its course, but the strain from the Chester 
would bring it back into position. The Chester 
also used her engines, although she put on less 
steam than the other vessel. On Sunday last a 
terrific squall struck the vessels and their engines 
had to be slowed down for atime. Fortunately, 
the hawsers did not part as thev usually do under 
such circumstunces, The smallest day’s work while 
the steamers were proeeeding in this way was on 
the 16th, when only 123 miles were made, and the 
largest was on Tuesday, when 222 miles were tray- 
eled. The Chester left the Berlin off Sandy Hook 
and came up to her dock alone. The Berlin was 
assisted up the bay by tugs, and was not docked 
until after 56 o’clock. The most of her passengers 
will sail on the Chester next Saturday. 

The bark Ella, which was in collision with the 
Wiseonsin, of the Guion Line, on the 14th, reached 
this port yesterday morning. The chief officer and 
the boat’s crew of the Wisconsin, who went on 
board the bark to bring her into port, returned to 
their own vessel. They stated that no very bad 
weather was encountered afterthe Wisconsin left 
them. The Elia did not go to Boston as a telegram 
from that eity erroneously stated.
